NE ought by now to have ceased to be amazed at the 
crazy utterances that emanate from the responsible 
personalties of HITLER'S Reich. It is as though with 

the withdrawal of some restraining influence bedlam had broken 
loose and the air were filled with howls of malediction and 
reviling. The tone was set by HITLER himself: “Mein Kampf,” 
even in the bowdlerized later editions, remains a monument of 
insane puerility and malevolent diatribe. His speeches, and 
those of his lieutenant, GOEBBELS, the Minister of Propaganda, 
offend the ear like the unintelligible screechings of frenzied 
baboons. Even so, the exhortations of the Nazi Primate, Reich 
Bishop MUELLER, to his flock, in the delirium of ecstasy at the 
FUEHRERS ~ victory” in the plebiscite of Sunday last, must 
have struck all who heard them broadcast in the B.B.C. news 
bulletins with a peculiar sense of horror. HITLER'S victory, 
the Reich Bishop declared, was a victory in his fight against 
the Jews, the most brutal foes of Christianity. “ Germany.” 
he added, ~ will win, though the Jews are determined to destroy 
our nation,” 

Utterances of this sort have come in plenty’ from lay 
personages of the Third Reich. They form, for example, the 
very weft and warp of the material in the Stuermer, the foul 
organ of the Nuremberg bully, Streicher. There they seem to 
be in their proper element, like the slime in a horse-pond. But 
what 1s one to make of them when they come from the lips of 
the German equivalent of the Archbishop of Canterbury ? They

It was a German 
Lutheran Pastor who wrote in the Manchester Guardian two 
days ago that the German Evangelical Charch “can have no 
place in the wide circle of @cumenical Christendom,” 

The state of the Jews in Germany at present is despairing 
enough. We need not over-state the case; we do not say it 
could not be worse, for it well may be. After these fifteen 
months of the Nazi terror it is still possible for some Jews to 
make a living; the Jew can walk about without molestation. 
The result of the application of the “ Aryan Paragraph” has 
been to confine Jews to those mercantile pursuits, for clinging 
to which they have been so derided. There are still some Jews 
in the professions, but their existence is precarious and their 
future uncertain. Whatever be their source of livelihood, they 
are the subjects of a ceaseless propaganda intended to deprive 
them of their client@le. Socially they are flung back upon each 
other, as in a Ghetto. And over all there is the shadow of a 
latent terrorism. But the plague-spot of the situation is the 
position of the young people who are about to emerge into the 
world of adults. For them there is little hope of finding a

for until the passage of the regime. It will pass because 
before long the mass of the German people will refuse to 
be fed on the wild words of the Nazi leaders. There are still 
unmuzzled forces of justice in Germany, like the brave Cardinal 
FPAULHABER and his Roman Catholic flock. And the result of 
the plebiscite, with its unexpected revelation of the millions of 
‘No-Men,” gives us cause to hope that sanity in Germany is 
even now freeing itself from the chains.

CAPACITY andthe Jewish Agency—the interpretation of the 


phrase “economic absorptive capacity” in its 
application to Jewish immigration into Palestine. That they were 
not impressed with the Administration's defence is plain from the 
passage in their Report: “ The Commission will be glad to learn by 
what means the Mandatory Power proposes to establish a closer 
relation between the number of the new arrivals and the true 
economic absorptive capacity of the country on the long view.” That 
we can only interpret as a request for increased Jewish immigration. 
The Administration has already begun to realise that the position it 
has taken up can no longer be defended with cast-iron rigidity. 
The extra certificates that were granted after the meeting of the 
Mandates Commission were a welcome token. 


IN the answers of the Chief Secretary of the Palestine 
Administration to the Commission's questions

THE Conference that took place on Thursday of last week 
in Zurich between members of the Executive 
“NON-ZIONISM”’ of the Jewish Agency for Palestine* ind a 
ON TRIAL number of “non-Zionist” friends of the Jewish 
Agency was of considerable importance. For 
some time there has been no little unease and a certain amount of 
very audible questioning in the ranks of the true-blue (or rather 
blue and white) Zionists as to the utility of the strange beast, 
neither flesh, nor fowl, nor good red herring, that has been quartered 
in their stable. Had it not been for the necessity of maintaining a 
close alliance in order that the fund for the relief of the German 
refugees should not suffer, the unrest would no doubt have been 
much more plainly manifested. Although the reports of the pro- 
ceedings of the Conference are exiguous, it is plain that, even 
though Mr. Neville Laski, a “ non-Zionist,”’ was in the Chair, he and 
his fellow “non-Zionists” were, in effect, in the dock. 


In fact, the members of the Executive came prepared with 
various proposals directed towards securing from 

WHERE ARE THE the “ non-Zionists" a greater dégree of co-opera- 
“NON-ZIONISTS” ? tion (one must read, of course, financial co-opera- 
tion) than heretofore. . The trouble has been 

that the “ Non-Zionists” are entirely unorgatiised. In this country, 
for example, one might affirm that there are less than thirty “ Non- 
Zionists,” that is to say, the “ Non-Zionist ’ members of the Council 
of the Jewish Agency and their substitutes. for no-one can say 
where any others are to be found. Assuredly not on the Board of 
Deputies, which by a deliciously illogical arrangement, although 
it is composed almost entirely of Zionists, has been entrusted with 
the duty of electing the Anglo-Jewish “ Non-Zionist”’ members of 
the Council. Consequently there is no organisation in Great 
Britain, or in any other country, to which “ Non-Zionists” hold a 
direct and immediate allegiance. And moreover, there is no way of 
discovering how many “ Non-Zionists” there are. Is there, in fact, 


any considerable number ? 


Has the enrolment of ‘ Non-Zionists”’ in the Jewish Agency 
really served any useful purpose? We believe 

“BOUND OVER” that something can be said on behalf of the 
prisoner in the dock in mitigation of punish- 

ment. The creation of the mixed Agency has enabled a few 
prominent Jewish personalities to salve their consciences by 
co-operating in Palestine work, although they are not prepared to 
subscribe to the Zionist doctrine. In one or two notable cases that 
co-operation has undoubtedly been of the utmost advantage to the 
Agency. The arrangement has had the result of enabling a 
number of persons to evade a definite settlement with their own 
consciences as to where precisely they do stand with regard to 
Zionism, but on the other hand it has put some of the waverers in 
& position from which it will need only alittle persuasion to induce 
them to make the little plunge into complete Zionism. In view, 
however, of the large measure of control of Agency affairs that the 


“Non-Zionista” secured in return for their allegiance, Zionists 
have every right to demand that their colleagues should make 
further attempts to secure that financial support they were expected 
to bring with them. The result of the Couference is, apparently, 
that the “ Non-Zionists " have been “ bound over” in the hope that 
in the next twelve months steps will be taken to secure the 
full and active co-operation of “ Non-Zionist™ groups. We sha!! 
have an interesting time watching the experiment. 


Tue situation which led to the appointment of a special 
Commission of Enquiry into the affairs of the 
Hebrew University of Jerusalem is still fresh in 
the memory. Professor Einstein, in an inter. 
view with THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, made public 
his unwillingness to co-operate with the University until certain 
grievances were remedied. An enquiry was obviously desirable, and 
Sir Philip Hartog, with competent coadjutors, was duly charged 
with the mission of investigation. The Commission presented its 
Report some months ago, but its contents were not published, on 
the justifiable ground that they should first be considered by the 
Board of Governors of the University. A few weeks, ago, however, 
at the Annual Meeting of the English Branch of the Friends of the 
Hebrew University (before the Governors had met) Sir Philip, while 
delivering a eulogy of the general conception and work of the 
University, thought it necessary to safeguard his conscience by 
hinting that the Report of his Commission was not an unqualified 
encomium, but that they had thought it proper to make certain 
criticisms.

Tue Board of Governors of the Hebrew University met at 
Zurich last week. In addition to the customary 
MORE business, consideration of the budget, announce. 
INFORMATION ment of benefactions (we ‘must single out the 
WANTED magnificent contribution of £40,000 by an 
anonymous donor for the establishment of a 
Cancer Research Institute), “a debate was opened on the Report 
of the Hartog Survey Committee.’ That, and. the announcement 
that Professor Einstein had addressed to the Governors a statement 
of his position on the questions under dispute, is all the information 
that has vet been vouchsafed to the public, although the meeting of 
Governors has now concluded. That is by no means satisfactory. 
The Hebrew University is a key factor in the,development of the 
Yishuvy as a cultural centre for Jewry, and Jewry at large is keenly 
interested in knowing whether the'difficulties in question have or 
have not been settled. We are by no means sure that they have 
been settled, and the public mind cannot be expected to be tranquil 
until some clear statement of the position is made. 


THE third World Jewish Conference which has been meeting at 
Geneva this week has been taken by the general 


THE WORLD Press at its face value, and has received a fair 
JEWISH amount of publicity. Nevertheless, so far as the 
CONFERENCE 


English Press, at any rate, is concerned, the 
amount of space devoted to it is far less than it 
was last year, when the second Conference followed on the heels of 
the Nazis’ seizure of power in Germany. It is valuable evidence of 
the continuance of the strong feeling of condemnation on the part of 
the British public of the Nazi treatment of the Jews in Germany 
that Editers should have thought it worth while to give as much 
space as they did. The Conference, of course, is not that “ World 
Jewish Congress” elected on a fully democratic basis that its 
promoters hoped to convene this year. They have bowed to 
circumstances, recognising the impossibility of realising their plan 
in present conditions, As in previous years, the Conference bas 
so far confined itself to denunciations of Jewish oppressors and 
recitals of the Jewish tale of woe in.many countries. -

Morocco. 


ALTHOUGH on the whole the condition of the Jews in Morocco has con. 
siderably improved of late, they are still here and there subjected to 
the cruel and arbitrary conduct of local Governors, who are practically 
irresponsible, and therefore defy the Sultan and his ministers. In 
this unhappy condition are the Jews of Demnat, where there are no 
representatives of foreign Governments to whom they can appeal. 
Two delegates from the Jewish community recently proceeded to 
Casablanca, which is only a short distance from their town, with the 
view of continuing their journey to Tangier, in order to represent 
their sad condition to the Ministers, but the Governor of Casablanca 
refused to allow them to embark, notwithstanding the intervention in 
their behalf of several Vice-Consuls at that port. 

LATER information from Casablanca is to the effect that the Governor of 

. Demnat was so exasperated on learning that attempts were being 
made by the Jews under his jurisdiction to bring his conduct to the 
notice of the Ministers, that he order a general pillage by the soldiers 
of all Jewish houses and shops, and the confiscation of property 
belonging to some Jewish merchants. He then, under threats of 
torture, forced the heads of the community to declare before Mussul. 
man notaries that he had never oppressed the Jews, and that any 
complaint of such anature was unfounded. The pillage was corducted 
with the utmost cruelty.

Obituary 


Dr. VICTOR JACOBSON 
We regret to announce that on going to press we learned of 
the death on Wednesday night, in Berne, Switzerland, of Dr. Victor 
Jacobson, a member of the Zionist Executive. Dr. Jacobson was on 
his way to Geneva, where for many years he had been the representa. 
tive of the Zionist Organisation accredited tothe League of Nations. 


Mr. LUDWIG NEUMANN 


The death occurred on Tuesday in last week at Le Touquet, 
France, as the result of a fall from a kLotel window. of Mr. Ludwig 
Neumann, a well-known London business man and an owner of 
racehorses. Born on August 15th, 1859, he was the third son of 
Gustav Neumann, of Fuerth, Bavaria, and brother of the late Sir 
Sigmund Neumann, Bt., banker and merchant, of whom he was 
one of the executors. The deceased came to England as a youth 
and was naturalised in 1882. He was at one time in business in 
Germany. At his death he was Chairman of the Central Inter 
national Trust, the Ritz Hotels Development Company, and Salisbury 
House Estate. Mr. Neumann began life as a partner in a jewellery 
business, but the foundation of his fortune was the diamond dis. 
coveries in South Africa. He was for a time in Kimberley, where 
his brother Sigismund became a leading figure and one ofthe richest 
men in the Rand industry. Later, Mr. Neumann returned to London 
as a member of the firm of L. Hirsch and Co., a stockbroking 
business mainly concerned with the issue of Rand companies and 
dealings in mining shares. He had as his principal partners 
Leopold Hirsch, August Reiss, arid Mr. (afterwards Sir) Otto Beit. 
Mr. Neumann married, soon after coming to England, Miss Lilienfield, 
daughter of his first partner in business. She became a permanent 
invalid and died many years ago. Her husband founded a bed in 
Middlesex Hospital in her memory. The funeral service on Sunday 
at Willesden Jewish Cemetery was conducted by the Rev. 1. 
Goldston. 


Dr. HUGO SPITZER (Belgrade) 

The death is recorded of Dr. Hugo Spitzer, Hon. President of 
the Federation of Jewish Communities in: Jugoslavia and Hon. 
President of its Zionist Federation, who passed away last week at 
Belgrade. Dr. Spitzer was born in 1858 at Osijek, where his father. 
Dr. Samuel Spitzer, was Chief Rabbi. He was a student of the 
Faculty of Law at Vienna University, where Theodor Herzl was 
one of his fellow-students. While a student, Dr. Spitzer jumped 
into the Danube and saved a girl from drowning, for which he 
was awarded the Silver Cross with Crown. On his return to 
Osijek in 1897, he became President of the Jewish Community, 
retaining that post to the end. In 1909 he was awarded the 
Cross of Knighthood of the Franz Joseph Order in recognition 
of his public work.

The Late Inspector Eveson 
From Mr. I. LICHTENSTERN 


To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 

Sir,—I have just read in your esteemed journal the news of the death 
of Inspector Eveson. May I ask you to publish the following in the 
columns of your widely-read paper? You will gather that the name of 
Eveson was known even beyond the British Isles. 

In 1907, | was in London, and was a frequent visitor to the house of 
Rabbi A. Werner in Brick Lane. As the Rabbi knew that I spoke 
Hungarian, he asked me to take an interest in the case of a certain 
Hungarn Jew and act as an interpreter. Rabbi Werner gave me a letter 
to Inspector Eveson. Whether the letter was written in Hebrew or in 
Yiddish I cannot remember. Anyhow, Inspector Eveson received me in 
a very friendly manner. As he noticed that I had some difficulty with 
my English at that time, he remarked : “ Perhaps Yiddish is easier for you, 
let us speak Yiddish.” Hardly had I made his acquaintance when he asked 
me: “Are you aJew?” “Do you lay Tefilin? Do you wear an Arba- 
Kaufoth? Do you know the Bible?” I was very surprised, and no less 
surprised when he gave me his card which read as follows: “ Mr. Evesen 
(Ben Chave) Police Inspector.” On it he wrote in Yiddish : Saturday not, 
Sunday not; Monday, Tuesday, Friday, yes! He wanted to indicate the 
days on which I could call on him. We became acquainted at once, and 
our acquaintance lasted for a long time afterwards. Once when I attended 
the Service in the Beth-Hamedrash in Brick Lane on Rosh Hashana, | 
found him there as well, hailed by all those present. 

I would add Inspector Eveson was very helpful in the case in questior. 
but he was full of indignation that the Jew from Hungary did not unde! 
Yiddish and remarked: “A fine Jew who does not understau 

iddish!”

The Right to Think 


GREAT pother was created by the excesses committed at 
the Olympia meeting, and rightly so. They were the shadow of 
Nazism, creeping over these free islands in which the beatin of 
opponents, even obstreperous opponents, has not hitherto been 
deemed legitimate politics. All that, however, has been fully dealt 
with in the Press. I am concerned, this week, with something wider 


and more specifically Jewish. A few days after the meeting referred ' 


to I read a letter in Tut Times from that very able journalist, Mr. 
Hamilton Fyfe. This is what it said, in part: “ The interruption at 
the Olympia meeting was organised: that is certain. I saw in 
Oxford Street in the early evening bands of young men, mostly Jews, 
on the way to the meeting. Every few minutes they shouted in 
unison some slogan I could not catch. They were clearly in a 
fighting mood—and they got what they wanted.” Now I will not 
stop to inquire whether all that they got can be described as “ what 
they wanted,’ or even to ask whether Mr. Fyfe is quite correct 
in his belief that the young men he saw were “mostly Jews,’ 
or whether he is not the victim of the same delusion as that 
which led a man who had seen a few niggers to say “there 
are nothing but niggers in this place.’ What is more to the point is 
the question why the majority of the youths in question are singled 
out as Jews, and whether this is not, in fact, a reiteration of the 
complaint that Fascism is the target of Jewish Communists, with its 
implied argument that Jews have no right to be Communists at all. 
I want to say, at once, that I am conscientiously and intensely 
opposed to Communism: I make the sameclaim for the overwhelm- 
ing mass of Jews in this country—witness the contest in White- 
chapel at the last general election when a Jewish Liberal was 
returned at the head of the poll and the Communist candidate was 
nowhere. | 


UT, having said this, 1 want squarely to face the question: Has 
not the Jew the right to think Communistically and even, 
within the law, to propagate his views, if he is driven by honest 
conviction? If he may not do these things without inviting attack, 
are not his assailants copying the action of the Nazis and denying 
the right of free thought and free speech? Surely, what is evil in 
Berlin cannot be righteousness in London? We are told that the 
adoption by Jews of Marxian materialism is an act of apostasy from 
Jewish teaching aud that that is the reason why hostility to them 
is bred. It is very good and nice of the critics to be so concerned 
with the loyalty of Jews to their creed, but I venture to say that the 
attacks on Jews as Communists is inspired by far less altruistic 
motives—by the desire to damn Communism, and by instinctive 
resentment at the participation of Jews, regarded as foreigners, in 
a movement to set up drastic domestic changes of foreign contri- 
vance. It is apparently argued that the Jew is free to join in any 
particular movement, but not in one that is revolutionary. Why 
Jews, and not non-Jews, if there is anything in the theory of equal 


citizenship? Moreover, I make bold to ask whether an unfairly” 


sinister connotation is not being given to the word “ revolutionary.” 
A revolution is not something that is nccessarily and always evil, 
even though, in my own case, I believe that Bolshevism can be so 
described. There were two revolutions in this country in the 
seventeenth century. One was the revolution which expelled the 
Royal House; the other was the revolution which brought it back. 
They had contrary purposes. Could both of them have been bad? 


‘THE abolition of siavery was a social revolution resented by the 

slave-owners. But the protagonists of abolition are to-day 
heroes. The abolition of war would be another revolution. But nobody 
denounces the scores of States who have pledged themselves to it as 
dangerous persons—unless it be the fire-eaters in Nazi Germany. 
Years ago the Chartists in this country were attacked as revolution- 
aries. But the whole of their programme was carried through long, 
long, ago, and the sun still rises and sets over this grand old 
country, and when the Chartists are remembered at all, it is only 
with the smile that we give to “ revolutionaries ’’ who would to-day 
be classed as milk-and-water Liberals. In short, I suggest that a 
much too malevolent interpretation is given to the word “ revolu- 
tionary,” and that deep-seated revolutions are always in process— 
and must be, if human thought and conduct is to progress at all. 
Galileo was a revolutionary, but none of us to-day believe that the 
earth does not move! 


"THERE is another question, however, which presents itself when 

Jews are told that they have no right to join a revolutionary 
movement. If Communism is revolutionary, so, to be sure, is 
Fascism. Are we not all constantly warned against attempts at 
@ Dictatorship on the Right, as well as on the Left? Well, now, 
if Jews ought not to be found in the Marxist camp, neither should 
they be discovered, dead or alive, among the Fascists. In fact, they 
should, conversely, oppose them. But that would be to make a 
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present to the Fascists of the argument that the Jews are their 
enemies, 80 that the poor Jews would be impaled on the horns oj 
this dilemma. Either they would vote for Fascists, in which case 
the upholders of the existing system would brand them as enemies 
of the present order. Or they would oppose the Fascists, in which 
case they would have to look out for vitriol from the sacred phials 


of the High Priest of the movement. Either way, der Jude wird 
verbrannt. 


[ my own profound belief the Jewish masses, as a whole, what- 

ever individuals may do, will avoid both of the extreme political 
bodies. Of the three great Jews at whom Mosley recently sneered 
only one was a Communist—and he was not much of a Jew either. 
Jews are, I feel, instinctively averse from violent courses, partly 
because they have never known what curses such upheavals may 
bring them, partly because the Jew is by nature an individualist, 
hateful of regimentation, and often with a stake in the country of 
his adoption’ There is one possible way of driving some Jews to 
political extremes, and that is by so harrying and persecuting them 
that they may flee to anything, in desperation, for relief. But that 
is a matter which rests with the peoples among whom the Jew 
leads his often lonely existence, and the proposition holds good for 
other peoples too. | 


HERE is another point that I cannot overlook. The Jew is some- 

times warned that the way to security is to abandon extremist 
thinking—as if a sentient and civilised human could stop up the 
channels of thought. But, here again comes the eternal dilemma. 
If, for safety's sake, he rejects his own mental processes, he. 
is an unworthy and hypocritical citizen selfishly thinking not 
of the State or of civilisation, but of his own precious 
skin. If he bows to his own honest convictions, he may 
dangle from the first lamp-post. What is he to do in a world in 
which he can never .do right? The truth is that all the trouble 
comes from applying to Jews standards which are never applied 
to other citizens, from the vicious and apparently ineradicable 
habit of judging him not as a British, a French, or a Japanese 
subject, but as a Jew. It is a stark denial of the principle of 
equality, and until the practice of this discrimination is abandoned 
there will be a Jewish problem, and no peace for either Gentile or 
Jew. It is this discrimination which makes the Nazis count up the 
numbers of Jewish doctors and lawyers, and Mr. Hamilton Fyfe 
estimate the number of Jews in an anti-Fascist procession, 
Democracy is derided because it “ counts heads.” What respect can 
there be for a theory which counts the members of religions, or 
races, or judges peoples by the shape of their noses or the colour of 
their hair ?

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lessons from the Sidra 


NEM °S, Deuteronomy Ch. 21, v. 10—Ch. 25. 

The Sidra sets forth a number of warnings bearing upon t)}) 
purity of home and family life. In time of war men were often face: 
with temptations which were far-reaching in their consequences 
Ancient custom provided for the capture and appropriation of enemy 
property and human lives. In the train of captives let them 
remember that there were human beings, and if among them 
were women whom men wished to take as wives let them not 
fail in the elementary considerations for the feelings and well-being 
of those whom they might take to themselves. Passion and 
the desire of the eyes were dangerous, for they were transient 
emotions, and after a time a man might be driven to repent 
of any hasty step. They dared not forget that a woman who 
had been taken to wife had certain privileges which could not be 
set aside, and if and when the time came to sunder the bond, they 
were morally bound to respect their obligations. At all times the 
experiment was fraught with danger; in a household the presence of 
two wives each with her own family was aconstant menace to peace 
and happiness. It might happen that favouritism would creep in, 
the father’s preference being for the son of a wife whom he loved 
more than the other; in the event of any such complications the son 
who was the first born could not be deprived of his rights of 
inheritance even if he were the child of the less loved or hated 
wife. Nor was this all. In a house torn by strife and mutual 
jealousies children grow up in an atmosphere fatal to their develop. 
ment. It might well happen that men who had entered into hasty 
and unwise marriages would see the sad result. in their children 
The greatest curse that can come to a father is to have a wayward 
and rebellious son with whom he can do nothing, to whom counse! 
is of no avail, who cannot listen to reason and who is deaf to all 
appeals. 
result, the most terrible tragedy that could darken any home. 

from such a picture we pass on to a more pleasant theme. 
Jewish Law often loves to dwell upon kindness to animals. Here 
are repeated some of the injunctions already set forth in the Sidra 
SSL 2. Consideration for the ox or the ass or the beast of burden 
of our neighbour is impressed on us; if we see the animal crouching 
his burden let us help him, even if we know not- whos 
animal it is. Another example is given, formulated into a law. 
If a bird's nest chance to be before thee in the way on any tree o) 
on the ground, if there be young ones or eggs and the dam sitting 
on the voung ones or the eggs, thou shalt not take the mother with 
the voung; but thou shalt let the mother go and take the young to 
thee, that‘1l may be well with thee and that thou mayest prolong 
thy days. It is a kindly thought and it should be noted that this 
Commandment shares with the fifth in the Decalogue the promise 
of a reward of length of days. Thus who will aver what 
important what are light Commandments and attempt to 
measure the relative value of the precepts ? ; 

Other laws of vital importance are to be found in these chapters. 
The prohibition of usury is one, and although the Jewish law states 
that usury towards a brother is forbidden, but permitted in the case 
of a non.Jew, the general sense of the passage is disapproval of the 
practice. Had thislaw been more fully observed in course of history 
we had escaped much of the opprobrium which usury has brought 
and still does bring upon our people. There may have been 
times when with all other avenues of commerce closed to the 
Jew this form of business inevitable, but in these days 
when trade offered so much scope for Jewish brain and enter 
prise, the continuation of this distasteful avocation should be 
shunned. It cannot redound to our credit nor reflect the human 
considerations which animate Jewish teaching. Side by side with 
the reference to usury is the stern reminder to pay what one vows 
Nobody is asked to make a vow, but once it has been done let not 
a man be slack in performing his promise. Ecclesiastes speaks in « 
Similar strain. It is better not to vow at all than to vow and not 
to pay. At the end of chapter 23 are two delicate touches which 
are more in the nature of guides to good manners. In our 
neighbour's vineyard we may eat as much as we like of his grapes. 
but to carry them away is an offence: We find the same idea in 
various forms. 

In chapter 24, vy. 16, we find these words—“ the fathers shall not 
die for the children, nor children for the fathers, every man shall 
die for his own sin.” There is no apparent connection between this 
statement and the other verses that surround it. Only this, the 
laws which reflect man’s consideration for the poor, the needy, the 
slave, the stranger, and the hired servant, are all part of a code 
which distinguishes Israel from the nations whose evil example he 
has seen and whose sense of justice he has tasted. He had been 
delivered from their midst to set before the word a scheme of life whic! 
took under its wing all God’s creatures. Nomanshould say that the 
Torah had been given to his ancestors and that he was the product 
ofa system to which his fathers had promised to submit, but whic) 
left him free to cast responsibility upon others.

Reich Bishop Echoes Streicher 


The Presidential plebiscite has come and gone. The anti-

that a new anti-Jewish drive is at hand as a means whereby

* While Berlin was celebrating Hitler's “ victory,’ Reich Bishop 
Miller, the Nazi Primate, was informing a gathering of five 
thousand “German Christians” that a vote for Hitler, whom he 
likened to Christ, was a vote against the Jews. “When Jesus 
preached the Gospel,’ be said, “ He urged confidences, So did our 
Leader when he put this plebiscite as a question of confidence. We 
true Christians had to give him our’ Yes’ as only our consent gives 
him the right to defend our religion. Hitler's fight is a fight against 
the Jews, the most brutal foes of Christianity,’ he continued. 
“Germans may suffer tribulations but they will win Christianity's 
victory even if the Jews resolve to destroy the nation.” 

The Reich Bishop] is clearly playing for the support of the 
extremists, following the rebuff administered by the Evangelical 
opposition whose “ Confessional Synod’ last week resolved to call 
on all pastors not to acknowledge the “laws” passed by Bishop 


Miiller’s “illegal” National Synod, and to refuse the oath of 


allegiance to Hitler, which, it considers, confuses religion and 
politics. Bishop Miiller thus allies himself openly with the 
extremists headed by Herr Streicher, who issued a public proclama- 
tion on the eve of the plebiscite declaring that “a vote for Hitler 
means a protest against All-Judah.” In many towns, streamers 
were hung up in the streets bearing the inscription “ Only Slaves 
to Jews (Judenknechtc) vote ‘No’” 


Jews Intimidated into Voting 


It is believed that the principal Nazi organs had received 
instructions not to indulge in attacks on German Jews who possess 
votes on the eve of the plebiscite, but Herr Streicher’s organs were 
able to ignore the order. The other Nazi organs, instead of attacking 
German Jews, restricted themselves to attacks on Jews abroad. 
Herr Streicher, in an “ election " speech, even went so far as to insist 
that all Jews show themselves at the polling stations, ‘so that we 
know they have cast their vote '—against  All-Judah,” presumably. 
He also alleged that many Nuremberg Jews were taking out 
absentee voting papers and leaving the city on the pretence that 
they intended voting while on their travels. Herr Streicher was 
evidently unaware that this subterfuge would have been futile in 
any case, as orders had been given that absentee voting papers were 
to be returned to the electoral district of issue, a measure which, 
as the D.A.Z. pointed out, rendered the absentee-vote device of no 
avail “in saving runaways and laggards from exposure.” 

*%. As a result of intimidation, either actual or imagined, many 
Jews throughout Germany did, in fact, “ show themselves at the 
polling stations.’ How they voted is unknown; it is significant, 
however, that in Wilmersdorf, a suburb in the West of Berlin which 
has a large Jewish population, there was a very big anti-Hitler 
vote, 80,000 voting “ Yes” and 17,000 ~ No.” 


Cardinal Faulliaber’s Plebiscite Day Appeal 


Dr. Naumann’s Union of National German Jews saw fit to issue 
a special plebiscite appeal calling on German Jewry to support 
Hitler, in which they refer disparagingly tonon-German Jews. They 
showed less spirit than Cardinal Faulhaber, the Archbishop of 
Munich, who on the day of the plebiscite itself, repeated his recent 
attack on anti-Semitism in almost identical terms. 

“ When I stood out a few months ago against the inhuman race- 
hatred which has seized hold of a part of our German brothers,” he 
said, “they wanted to stone me. My life was in peril. But I was 
not afraid, for what I do is out of absolute conviction. The Jews 
are being persecuted everywhere in the world. But the methods of 
persecution in our homeland are a shame and a disgrace to us. 
History teaches us that God always punishes those who persecute 
His Chosen People, the Jews. No Catholic agreed to the persecution 
of the Jews in Germany. 

“ When God sent June 30th as a Court of Judgment for a part 
of those who persecuted the Jews, the punishment was well-deserved. 
My Catholic brothers, do you not see that this was God's punish- 
ment?” he wenton. “ Hatred and persecution will never exterminate 
the Jews. The oldest people of the world has suffered much ; it 
suffers and will always suffer, because it has remained true to its 
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great faith. We should take an example from the Jews. We should 
honour and respect them, for they have given the world its most 
precious possession, the Bible. Make it clear to your brothers that 
race-hatred is a poisonous canker in our life. Exterminate this 
dreadful, inhuman prejudice against the eternal suffering people.” 

Cardinal Faulhaber's outspokenness places the alternative 
even more sharply before the Government. Hitler himself has 
proclaimed an “action” to win over the “Noes.” but his 
intentions are obscure and are variously interpreted. “ My task 
will be to win the last remnants of our people for the Nazi idea in 
an action as skilful as it will be resolute and inflexible,” this pro- 
clamation declared. “The plan of this action has already been 
decided ; it will be carried out with Nazi speed and thoroughness.” 
From statements made by General Goering to the D.A.Z., the 
impression emerges that the “action” is to be coercive, rather 
than conciliatory. “Of course, we will make an exact inquiry 
into the reasons which caused the 10 per cent. of ‘ Noes’ to 
vote against us,” he declared ominously. One opinion is that 
Dr. Goebbels is about to launch another attack on “ carpers 
and critics,” including Jews, Catholics and “ reactionaries.” The 
DAILY HERALD reports that a new reign of terror is about to 
begin, and that a number of prominent figures, including Jews, 
have been marked out for execution. Another view is that a 
conciliatory move may be made at the expense of the Nazi extremists. 
one or two of whom may be dismissed as a sop to the more moderate 
elements. Whichever way Hitler is drawn, however, one thing 
seems certain, that the anti-Jewish extremists, in face of a possible 
setback, will not retreat without a last and glorious fling. For 
weeks now, the extremist Nazi Press has been endeavouring to 
keep anti-Jewish feeling whipped up to fever-pitch, and, by a 
persistent campaign of almost unparalleled savagery, has been 
working up a “ pogrom-mood,” which, unless counteracted. may 
have consequences exceeding anything that has gone before.

The Jews, it seems, are to blame for everything. They 
are even responsible for the Austrian crisis according to the 
DEUTSCHE WOCHENSCHAU. Inan article which contains, among other 
things, violent attacks against the Austrian Ministers, von Starhem- 
berg and Fey, and for which the paper has been nominally suspended 
for one week, as being “tactless from the point of view of foreign 
affairs” (in actual fact the paper is still on sale everwhere), the 
Nazi paper contends that the Italian Jew, Signor Moreale, former 
Press Attaché to the Italian Embassy at Vienna, and the Austrian 
Jews, Hirsch and Hecht, who, it declares, were Dollfuss’ advisers, 
had involved Austria in her present policy and driven the Austrian 
people to despair. Dollfuss himself was for peace with Germany. 
Amazing, too, is the argument which the DEUTSCHE WOCHENSCHAU 
uses to clear the German Nazis of the Viennese crime. “If National 
Socialism had really decided to make a revolution in Austria,” it 
declares, “things would have looked quite different from what 
happened on July 26th. The Jews, who were left out of the affair, 
would then have received their due. . . .” “Austria has been 
officially selected by the Jews as their bulwark against the new 
Germany,” writes the ANGRIFF. “The Jews rule Austria, and alone ) 
of all sections of th2 German population have been left untouched 
by the recent bloody events. On the contrary, they are prospering 
on the blood of German citizens. The Austrian Government has | 
sold itself to the Jews.” ; 

Much space has been given to the Constantine pogrom, which is | 
described by the FRAENKISCHE TAGESZEITUNG as a “ desperate combat 
by the suffering population against the Jewish power-holders,” The 
paper further insinuates that non-Jewish girls were found imprisoned | 
in Jewish houses, and alleges that dishonouring of Christian girls 
by Jews was one of the causes of the pogrom. Herr Streicher's organ 
demands the “annihilation of this God-forsaken race.” The Algerian | 
Arabs, it says, imitate the example of their Palestinian brethren. 

The internecine war of the Arabs against Jewish domination has : 
its fullest sympathy. “ The affinity of blood will not save the Jews 

in Palestine from the complete annihilation that threatens them,” 
writes the WESTDEUTSCHER BEOBACHTER, and the Jews who bave 
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emigrated to Palestine from Germany are now face to face with a 
late such as would never have been contemplated on German soil.” 
Writing recently on the expulsions in Turkey, the STUERMER declared: 
~ Just as in all other countries, the Jew lives in Turkey as a parasite 

One thing is ceriain: an awakening is also beginning in Turkey. 
The Turks surprised the world more than ten years ago by the 
bloody destruction of the bastard people of the Armenians; the 
Turkish people will also settle accounts with the Jewish people one 
day on a scale appropriate with the misery the Jewish usurer has 
brought upon the Turkish countryside. 

Features of the campaign are the attacks on Judaism itself. 
The latest issue of the WELTKAMPF, a periodical devoted to the 
propagation of international anti-Semitism, asks whether the Jewish 
faith cay still be considered as a religion recognised by the State 
and of equal status with'other creeds, now that the STUERMER has 
“irrefutably’ established that the Jews are guilty of ritual murder 
and are the scum among the nations. It goes on to lament that it 
will never be possible to get rid of the Jew as long as the Christian 
creed sticks to the O'd Testament and the Jewish idol Jehovah.’ 

The WESTDEUTSCHER BroBACHTER publishes an article purport 
ing to express astonishment that the Jews of all people should be 
opposed to Germany's racial legislation. “~ Was it not Ezra,’ it 
says, "who promulgated an alien legislation which deprived al! 
non-Jews of rights?" The ANGrirr quotes the Bible as evidence 
that Jews slaughtered their enemies -in their wars in ancient 
Palestine, and declares that Jews in their own affairs show no 
mercy to their enemies, and are not the pacifists they pretend to be 
in the affairs of other nations. 


“STUERMER ' REAPPEARS WITH BLOOD LIBEL 


And is Banned for it in Breslau 


Herr Streicher is naturally to the fore in the new onslaught. 
and, in his endeavours to keep in the limélight, is flogging the 
* Jewish question” for all it is worth. The STUERMER, which was 
banned recently (owing, it is said, to Dr. Schacht's influence) for 
insulting the head of a foreign State, President Masaryk, announced 
in a leaflet heralding its reappearance: “By order of the Leader, 
the STUERMER was prohibited for fourteen days for insulting a 
foreign Chief of State. The order is politically the more remark. 
able since it is precisely the Czech papers which almost daily 
contain insults and abuse against the Leader. The STUERMER 
appears again with No. 32 on August 18th,” it wenton. “On that 
day it proceeds with its fight against the world-foe All-Judah in the 
usual way. Every single fellow-Arvan must see to it in real earnest 
now that our fighting organ is read everywhere. Each to his place. 
Kach of our readers must obtain at least one new subscriber among 
his friends, acquaintances and colleagues. Our slogan must be, 
‘Onward with the STUERMER Against the World-Foe All-Judah!’ 
Hail Hitler!” 

No. 32 has duly appeared and, as token of its “ real earnestness, ’ 
contains a revival of the ritual murder lies. The State Attorney, it 
demands, should reopen the investigation of the” Breslau ritual murder 
affair of 1926." (In the summer of 1926, the mutilated bodies of a 
boy and girl were found in Breslau, the anti-Semitic press linking 
up the murders with the discovery of the body of a Jewish workman 
named Haase in the River Oder. The police established that Haase 
committed suicide and was definitely not in Breslau at the time of 
the murders). By way of confirmation of its charges, the STUERMER 
prints a letter purporting to come from Hedwig Fehse, the mother 
of the murdered children, declaring that she is convinced that they 
were victims of a ritual murder carried out by World Jewry. The 
Breslau police authorities, however, have declared the article to be 
a complete distortion of the facts and an insult to the criminal 
police, who, at the time, gave avery different account of the murders. 
Accordingly, an order has been issued banning the STUERMER in 
Breslau. It is stifll‘available in the rest of Germany. A protest 
has been officially lodged by the Reichsvertretung ‘der deutschen 
Juden. 


THE HIRSCHBERG MURDERS 


An Eye-Witness Accoun:‘ 

Lest we imagine that this Nazi sabre-rattling is mere “sound 
and fury, signifying nothing,” it is as well to turn to some of the 
concrete results of previous campaigns, The full facts about the anti- 
Jewish atrocities in Hirschberg, Silesia, on June 30th, are only 
now coming to light and should serve as a sufficient warning that 
Nazi brutality stops at nothing. 

The SELBSTWEHR, of Prague, publishes the report of a Jewish 
eye-witness, who succeeded in escaping. .He says: “ the S.S. (Black- 
shirts) brought us into the covered riding ground of the barracks of 
the 5th Jaeger regiment. We had to stand in a line facing the wall, 
the 5.5. men were posted behind us with loaded rifles. Close by 
me stood the lawyer, Herr Férster (aged about 38), Dr. Zweig (aged 
about 60), his wife (56) and Herr Charig (42). Dr. Férster, the only 
lawyer among us, demanded to see the warrant. The answer to his 
demand was foul abuse. The wine merchant 0.G., a corpulent man 
in the wmid-fifties, could stand no longer and asked for a chair. 
Immediately they started abusing and striking him, so that he 
screamed with pain and pleaded with them to leave off as he had 
done nothing. The reply-to the old man’s pleas where harder 
strokes with fists and revolver butts until he collapsed. He is still 
lying ill to-day. Towards half-past one at night the Zweig couple, 
Herr Forster and Herr Charig were lifted on to an open motor lorry 
covered with tarpaulins. We others had already boarded another 
lorry. We were told we would be taken to Gérlitz for examination. 
After~we had travelled some four miles the lorry stopped, osfensibly 
on account ofa breakdown. We were ordered to get off and stand by 
the roadside. 

" About eighty yards behind us the other car had stopped. 
Suddenly we heard four shots, one after the other, and then screams 
and moans. . Several of our party jumped up and cried : ‘Something

must have happened there!’ They were immediately struck down 
by our guards in the most brutal fashion with rifle butts. After 
this we had to get back on the lorry and were brought back to 
Hirschberg. The bodies of those ‘shot while attempting escape ' 
were left in the roadside ditch until midday on the Monday guarded 
bv several S.S. men. All four who were shot had the same wound: 
a revolver shot in the carotid artery.” 

According to the information brought to Zurich by German 
Jewish refugees. anti-Jewish excesses also occurred on June 30th 
in the township of Langsdorf, in Hessen, where uniformed 
Nazis shot dead Herr Oppenheimer and his son on their way, 
home from the Synagogue. At Hugen, the Nazis assaulted and 
wounded a number of Jews returning from the Synagogue. 
The Police authorities at Maehrisch-Ostrau (Austria) have taken a 
sworn affidavit from Alexander. Goldstein, a dental mechanic, 26 
years of age, who declares that on his way home from Paris to 
Czechoslovakia he attended a service in the Cologne Synagogue, 
During the service, Nazis broke into the Synagogue and drove out 
the worshippers, who were forced to bear posters reading ~ We don't 
want to be fools. but to be Hakenkreuzler (Nazis).’ They were then 
all beaten. Grossman himself had an eye knocked out. Finally 
Grossman and 20 other Jews, who were Czech subjects, were put 
over the Czechoslovakian frontier. 

it is reported that aJew named Leo Stern (aged 69) was recently 
beaten unconscious by Storm Troopers in Schliichtern (Hessen) for 
having spoken in a café to an “ Aryan” girl employed at his office. 
The girl recognised her employer in the café and entered into a 
conversation with him. According to the STUERMER, they thrashed 
him so severely that “he will now have cause to reflect on his 
conduct as a violator of the honour of the German race.’ 


Many More Jews Imprisoned 


The tale of violence is supplemented by the cynical suppression 
of any attempt on the part of the persecuted to give vent to their 
protests. A Jew named Enoch Frankfurter, of Heusenstamn,. has 
been sentenced in Darmstadt to seven months imprisonment for 
asserting that the ruin of his business was due to the anti-Jewish 
boycott. The Court informed him that Jews ~ should be grateful to 
the German Government for still being treated as well as thev 
were.’ Leo Weil, the son of a prominent Jewish family in 
Ihringen, has been arrested and put into Freiburg prison for 
having made references in a private letter to conditions in the 
country; thus being guilty of conducting ~ atrocity propaganda.” 
A Jew, Bernhard Gross, has been sentenced to ten months imprison. 
ment on the strength of the evidence of a Nazi that be had criticised 
the Nazi Government. Herr Gross denied the charge, describing it 
as trumped-up by his Nazi competitor in business, 

The leaders of the Nazi cell of a big industrial concern in 
harlsruhe have succeeded in securing the imprisonment of a Jewish 
employee, named Bergmann, in aconcentration camp, and the arrest 
of two other Jews, on charges of associating with Aryan girls for 
the purpose of spying on the work of the cell. . 

The HEessIscHE LANDESZEITUNG reports that the Jew, Richard 
Oppenheimer, of Lorsch, has been sentenced to one years’ imprison. 
ment for “disparaging” the German Labour Service. 

In Fuerth (Middle Franconia), a former housemaid of a Jewess, 
Frau Hausmann, complained that now, a year after her marriage, 
her husband was still unemployed. Frau Hausmann observed: 
“Yes, the usual picture!" This remark was overheard by a third 
person and the Jewess has been sent to a concentration camp on 
the charge of having slighted the Nazi régime. 

The first case of a German Jew to be punished for failing to 
give the Nazi salute in public buildings or iti dealings with public 
officials, in accordance with new Government orders, has occurred 
at Anklam, in Prussia, where a Jew has been fined twenty marks 
for replying in the post office to the salute “ Heil Hitler” with the 
old-fashioned “Good Day.” The Judge told the Jew that his 
punishment was only a light one, because it was his first offence. 


JEWISH CAMPS FORBIDDEN. A group of Hamburg Jewish boys 
and girls incamp. Two such holiday camps Organised ‘by Zionists 
were recently broken up by the authorities on the ground that their 
loud singing of Jéwish songs had caused annoyance. Thé police 
authorities in the district of Arnsberg, in Westphalia, have issued an 
order making it illegal for all Jewish youth organisations in the area 
tocamp. Only indoor sport activities and private “ hiking ” groups 
are allowed. Over a thousand organised Jewish youths in the area 
are affected by the order. 
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Jewish Bakers and Sunday Trading 


Co-operation with Non-Jews 


AGREEMENT REACHED IN HOXTON AREA 


An important step in the adjustment of those difficulties in the 
baking trade—referred to recently in these columns—which have 
arisen as a result of certain Jewish bakers trading seven days in the 
week, was taken ata meeting of the Jewish Master Bakers’ Protection 
Society, on Tuesday evening, at the Adler Hall, Whitechapel. The 
meeting endorsed an agreement which had been arrived at by a joint 
meeting of a Committee of the Jewish Society and a Committee 
of the Hoxton Master Bakers’ Association. This agreement took the 
form of a resolution “that this meeting representing Jewish and 
Gentile bakers in the Hoxton area agrees that all bakers’ shops in this 
area will not manufacture or sell new bread on Sunday, and under- 
takes to do all in its power to prevent traders outside the area from 
bringing new bread into it on that day.’ A few exemptions from 
this ruling were the subject of a lengthy discussion but were 
eventually agreed to. 

The situation in Hoxton (a non-Jewish neigh curhood) differs from 
that in Jewish districts, where bakers operate on Sunday and not on 
Saturday, but the Jewish Association feel that in settling tie Hoxton 
difficulties they have made a beginning in appeasing the general situation 
in London. 

Mr. J. YOUNG, who presided, gave an account of the negotiations 
between the Jewish and non-Jewish Associations—in which valuable 
help had been rendered by Mr. Neville Laski, K.C.—which had led up to 
the agreement arrived at in Hoxton. 

Mr. MORRIS MYER stated the case of the Orthodox Jewish bakers in 
Jewish districts who close on Saturday and open on Sunday, and asserted 
his belief that this arrangement could be controlled, so that those who 
abused it and sent their bread out of their own neighbourhood on Sundays 
to non-Jewish districts would be prevented from doing so. 

Mr. S. TEFF said that the last thing they wanted to see was a Bill 
introduced into Parliament for the purpose of doing compulsorily that 
which they could, he feit sure, do voluntarily. But even if it did come to 
legislation it would be well if they could show that they were willing to 
att as good citizens, so that no one could reproach the Community by 
saying that such legislation was needed because of the unfair trading 
methods of a few Jews. 

Mr. BARNETT JANNER, M.P., said it was essential that they prevent 
the matter of Jews and Sunday trading being dragged into the whirlpool of 
political controversy because of the danger of its giving rise to misunder- 
standing in one direction or another. The conforming Jew who observed 
his Sabbath was entitled to the respect and regard of his fellow men; 
and there should be no Jew who did not show, in his trading methods, 
similar respect to non-Jews on their day of resi. 

The Meeting was attended by a number of non-Jewish members of 
Bakers’ Associations. Mr. E. C. DEGEN, Secretary of the North London 
Council of Master Bakers, said he was happy to find so fine a spirit of 
co-operation and such sincerity of purpose during the joint Conferences 
with the Jewish Association in which he had participated. Mr. A. IE. 
VARNEY, Secretary of the Essex Master Bakers’ Association, referred tothe 
amicable arrangements made between Jewish and non-Jewish bakers in 
West Ham and, speaking of the assistance given by Mr. Neville Laski in 
the question before them, said that it helped to a better understanding 
between Jews and Gentiles when Jewish speakers Came among them in 
this way and explained the position. Messrs. Henderson and Tompkins 
also spoke. 

Under the Chairmanship of Mr. H. COHEN (Chairman of the Jewish 
Association), the particular difficulties of the Hoxton area were discussed 
and the resolution of the Joint Committee was adopted. The Chairman 
announced the contribution by members of 100 guineas towards German- 
Jewish relief and appealed for further contributions.

For the Store Cupboard 


Apple Jelly 

Two lemons 

Sugar, 1 ib. to every pint of apple juice. 

| WASH the apples, cut them into pieces but do not remove the skins or 

pips, put them in a preserving pan with the water and simmer gently till 
quite soft. Then strain through muslin until all the juice has drained 
through ; do not press the pulp or the jelly will be cloudy. Return the 
juice to the preserving pan, add the very thinly peeled rind and strained 
juice of the lemons and one pound of sugar to every pint of juice. Stir 
over a gentile heat till the sugar has dissolved, then bring to the boil. 
After it has boiled for two or three minutes remove the lemon rind and 


boil until it jellies when tested. Remove all scum, turn into warm, dry 
jars and tie down. 


Apples, 6 ibs. 
Water, 3 quarts. 


Apple and Damson Jelly 
Damsons, 3 Ibs, Water, 2 quarts. 
Apples, 6 lbs, Sugar. 

WASH and slice the apples, without peeling or coring. Wash the 
damsons and place in a preserving pan with the apples and water. 
Simmer gently till the fruit is cooked to a pulp. Pour through a jelly bag 
and leave to drain over night. Measure the juice and allow lb. sugar to 
each pint of juice. Bring to the boil, boil steadily and test after it has 
been cooking for twenty minutes. Remove all scum as it rises and when 
it. jellies, when tested, pour into hot sterilised jars and tie down. 


Blackberry Cheese 
Blackberries, 6 Ibs, Sugar, 3lbs. Water, } pint. 

PUT the blackberries and water in a preserving pan, bring to the boil 
and cook until the fruit is soft. ‘Then rub it through a sieve, return to the 
pan, add the sugar and stir until it has dissolved ; then boil fast until the 
mixture becomes stiff. Turn into small dry jars and tie down. 


Preserved Pears 
Pears, 6 lbs. Two bay leaves. 
Loaf sugar, 3 lbs Twelve cloves. 
White vinegar, 4 pint. 
PEEL, core and quarter the pears. Put the vinegar, cloves, bay 
leaves and sugar in a saucepan, bring slowly to the boil, then add the 
pears and simmer till tender. Turn into stone jars and tie down when cold. 


Spiced Eggs 

BOIL as many eggs as required until quite hard. Plunge them in cold 

water for a few minutes, then remove the shells. Put in wide-necked 

glass jars, cover with boiling spiced vinegar and when cold cork down, 

Leave a month before using. They are excellent eaten with green salad. 

For the spiced vinegar allow 4 teaspoonfuls of allspice, one of ginger, 

a clove of garlic and a pinch of cayenne to each quart of vinegar. Boil for 
ten minutes and strain.

However much we may fee! assured that ultimately truth will 
prevail, in the practical affairs of life it often befalls that we must 
watch the dry light of reason pale and flicker in the hot breath of a 
theory which, illogical and perversive of fact though it may be. 
appeals to the emotions, the passions and the interests of the 
uninstructed, but socially and politically powerful, elements among 
mankind. The dogma of the Aryan race, which recently has burst 
like a shell over an astonished world, though formulated on a view of 
racial affinities fundamentally obsolete and a biased interpretation 
of archwological fact, with the aid of the mystic symbols of the 
swastika, the arm raised in salute and a Messianic leader, has swept 
Germany off her feet by setting up an ideal which recalls the 
ancient glories of the Germanic peaples in a period of political and 
economic depression, and holds out a promise of their 
through a racial regeneration. 

It is unfortunate, but true, that an ideal theory which can 
mould facts to its purpose holds the superior strategic position. The 
populace is ever impatient of the impartial attitude of a scientific 
investigation of fact, which must often, by the qualification and 
limitation of its conclusions owing to imperfect knowledge, provide 
a check rather than a spur to immediate action. In the discussion 
of the population problems of the United States, it is the voice of the 
facile theorist which has been heard, while the scientific investigator 
of race, who refrains from dogmatism pending fuller inquiry, is still 
crying in the wilderness.

In Germany, any who in their teaching 
might have been able to criticise the officially accepted view of the 
racial origins and character of the German people, have been for. 
bidden to lecture on race on the ground that they are unfitted to 
meddle in an affair of so great practical moment. 


- Political Propaganda and Scientific Examination 


Happily such restrictions do not run outside Germany, and 
although the anthropologist is not concerned with political propa. 
ganda as such, when racial theory is invoked in support of social 
and political action, the basis of argument must be such as will 
stand the test of scientific examination.. The Aryan race doctrine 
as now held in Germany rests upon concepts, assumptions and 
theories hitherto generally regarded as untenable or discredited, and 
until recently accepted only by afew. Mainly they were familiar as 
the stock-in-trade of popular writers and semi-journalistic publicists 
during and after the War. Notwithstanding their popular vogue 
and certain repercussions in the political world, scientific opinion 
had not been disposed to regard these concepts with any great 
degree of concern until their adoption as one of the main driving 
forces in the Nazi movement attracted a more widely diffused 
attention. 

But contagion spreads; and when a British Cabinet Minister 
thinks it desirable to affirm his Aryan extraction, then the doyen 
of anthropologists, the President of the Royal Society, and a leading 
exponent of the biological study of race, may well combine to protest 
against the revival of a scientific heresy. The letter from Dr. A. C. 
Haddon, Sir F. Gowland Hopkins and Professor J. B.S. Haldane, 
which appeared in THe Times of August 7th, is an opportune 
admonition to others, beside Sir John Simon, that men of science 
outside Germany cannot accept a political faith in the guise of 
scientific theory without reference to its relation to scientifically 
assured fact. 


The Crudest Race Prejudice 


It was disastrous for Germany that the first step she elected to 
take in national regeneration through racial integration should 
have assumed a form which alienated liberal opinion throughout 
the whole world, at a time when the racial theory upon which it 
was based was neither well nor widely known. The crude state- 
ment of Nazi argument for discrimination against the Jews on the 
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inner consciousness and projected into the past, as so often happens 
with an ideal. It is, in facet, the familiar illusion of the Golden Age ; 
and race prejudice has been transformed into an inevitable measure 
of purification in the endeavour to recreate a hypothetical ancient 
German character and culture. 

Needless to say, this is not the German view ; and confirmation 
of the conception of a Germanic type, embodying all the virtues of a 
superman, is found tn the evidence of arehwology and racial history. 
Herr Hitler himself affirms in “ Mein Kampf" that the Aryans alone 
among the peoples of the world have been “ founders of culture,” and 
another prominént. official of the Reich, Dr. Frank, is réported to 
have declared that from the substance of the Germanic race have 
issued the highest achievements of man, so that it might be con 
sidered the duty of the entire human race to safeguard this basic 
element. This may come as a surprise to those who are not familiar 
with certain lines of argument in the racial question. It is a view 
which derives from the middle of the last century and the theories 
of the Comte de Gobineau, in which the Aryans, the white races 
par excellence, were regarded in their mission to mankind at large 
as only a little lower than the angels. 


An Obvious Appeal to Sentiment 


An official but popularised version of the basis of present-day 
German political theory will be found in the translation of the 
circular issued by Dr. Frick, the Minister of the Interior, which 
appeared in NATURE of February 24th, 1934, p. 298. The attention 
attracted by the misuse of the linguistic term “ Aryan,” as signifi 
cant of race, and the adoption of the swastika as the Aryan symbol, 
have tended to an unfortunate concentration of criticism on an 
obvious appeal to sentiment. Notwithstanding the views which 
have been expressed by Sir Arthur Keith, there seems no good reason 
to condone the resuscitation of the “ Aryan race’ abandoned by Max 
Miller under criticism. It is, however, in the exclusiveness of its use 
as the equivalent of “ Nordic’ that lurks the sin against the scientific 
spirit, for with it comes a whole train of assumptions and interpre. 
tations which at times fail to pass the bounds of purely imaginative 
speculation. 

Briefly, the German doctrine of the Aryan race is that the tall, 
long-headed, fair-complexioned Nordic peoples of Northern Kurope 
are the modern r-presentatives of the original Aryans. To this 
race is due the high standard of culture found throughout the 
civilised world. Not only is this true in antiquity, in the civilisa. 
tions of Mesopotamia, Egypt, the Mediterranean and so forth, but 
even the contribution to culture of Romance countries in modern 
times. is to be attributed to descendants of the Nordic race. They 
were endowed with certain bodily characters, which represent the 


highest evolution of the human form; and in addition they 
possessed, as a racial inheritance, certain outstanding mental 


qualities. It was in virtue of these physical and mental characters 
that they became the ruling classes in most ancient and modern 
societies. Wherever the Nordic strain is mixed with other breeds, 
it is said, it deteriorates. The aim of the State, therefore, must be 
to preserve the purity, integrity and dominance of the Aryan race, 
biologically, socially and politically. 


Assumption Taken as Proof 


It would be beyond the present purpose to enter into a detailed 
examination of these interpretations of ethnological, archeological 
and historical fact, or to weigh the probabilities that the earliest 
Aryan-speaking peoples were Proto-Nordics, who carried their tongue 
to the other races of Europe. That the Nordics were a far wandering 
people who irrupted into many lands is unquestioned; but as 
nomads their early culture was crude, and the people they con- 
quered must almost invariably have been of a higher culture than 
themselves. But whatever their cultural status, a strict anthro-

It is difficult for an onlooker 
to appreciate the attitude of mind which can so far run 
counter to the logic of facts as to impute racial inferiority to the 
Jew. It has all the appearance of the crudest race prejudice. 
Germany, however, with a thoroughness that is characteristic, 
especially in its lack of humour, justifies her action with an appeal 
to first principles. The Jewish type and Jewish mentality, with its 
proclivity to socialism and internationalism, it is argued, is incom- 
patible with the German type. But this German type is an ideal 
type, evolved, like the camel in Heine's story, from the Teutonic

import beside the fact that, by the forcible imposition of certain 
views on race and racial history, assumption has been taken as 
proof; and research and its results, unless “ orthodox,” have been 
banned on a number of questions such as racial heredity, racial 
admixture, the relation of race, mentality and culture and the like, 
upon which science would hesitate to pronounce finally in the light 
of the evidence available. Such dogmatic assumptions, unfortunately, 
have their attraction for the political doctrinaire and the agitator ; 
and .it is perhaps to be regretted, therefore, that the International 


‘Congress of Anthropological and Ethnological Sciences did not see 


its way to promote investigation into such racial problems on broad 
lines.. The machinery. may seem overweighty; but at least the 
truth would have been available im authoritative form to all.

An Encouraging Outlook 


SIGNIFICANT DEVELOPMENTS 
[From our Correspondent] 


Those who believe in, and work for, the unification of the 
Jewish Friendly Society movement have been greatly heartened by 
the outcome of recent events. The danger of a permanent rupture 
between the Order Achei Brith and the Association has been averted 
by the agreed recommendations of the Special Committee, and closer 
working between the different bodies embraced within the Associa- 
tion will bring us steadily towards the ideal of one united Order. 
But it would be a mistake to force the pace. Real co-ordination on 
a firm foundation can only come about by a series of inter-movement 
amalgamations, of which the imminent alliance between the Grand 
Order of Israel and the Order Shield of David is the best example. 
The technica! difficulties involved in bringing about amalgamations 
of this character are very real, and those who planned the amalga- 
mation between the two Orders may deservedly be congratulated 
on their foresight, patience and constructive ability in bringing 
the project to fulfilment. Carried with something approaching 
unanimity, the decision is regarded as the best augury not merely 
for the future of the two organisations concerned but for other 
organisations which may resolve to emulate their example. Jewish 
Friendly Societies, by the exercise of goodwill and the capacity 
to organise, have an opportunity of becoming. the most compact 
force in Anglo-Jewry. 


Grand Order of Israel 


Bro. E. Goldman presided at a function held at the Adler Hall, to 
celebrate the Annual Conference when the guest was Bro. J. E. Sager, 
Grand President of the Order Shield of David. Proposing a toast to the 
Order, Bro. J. Hart, of Birmingham, recalled his entry into the Grand 
Order of Israel some thirty years ago and gave some interesting reminis- 
cences of past incidents and associations which were recalled with applause 
by many of the older delegates present. He produced a report of twenty- 
Six years ago showing the membership as 4,000, funds £7,600, and benefits 
disbursed less than £3,000, The latest statistics revealed a membership 
of approximately 6,100, aguregate funds of £49,390, and total disbursements 
during 1933 of £17,774. He also compared the one-time inconvenient 
meeting places with the commodious Hall which now provided for the 
comfort and the dignity of the Order. He hoped that the amalgamation 
would lead to future alliances among the Jewish Friendly Societies. 
Responding to the toast, Bro H. Glensnick, Grand Lodge Auditor, said 
that although a most trying period had been experienced dufing 
the past two years, he hoped that good service would be given to the 
amalgamated Order by several who had withdrawn their goodwill and 
co-operation. Bro. D. Pollock, Chairman of the Propaganda Committee, 
who submitted a toast to the Ladies and Visitors, congratulated Bro. Sager 
on the mutual achievements of the two Orders, which he hoped would be 
crowned by success and prosperity in the years to come. Referring to the 
presence of the ladies, Bro. Pollock expressed the gratification of the men- 
folk for the encouragement they received which enabled them to perform 
successful communal service. Sister 8. Silverstone, Vice-Chairman of the 
Annie Spiers Lodge, Birmingham, who replied, thanked the Propaganda 
Committee for its interest in the Birmingham Lodges.

No. 772.—Jewish Endurance 


My DEAR COUSIN, 


Men in all ages have admired endurance. The athlete in the 
ancient world who was crowned with laurels-was certain of the 
admiration of his fellows, just as surely as the enterprising aviator 
to-day who flies from this country to Australia becomes a hero in 
the eyes of all the world. Indeed, the popularity of the successful 
athlete in any branch of sport may be re sarded in large measure as 
a tribute to his endurance. Men admire his strength of body, his 
determination to achieve, his perfect control of muscle. Efficiency 
must of necessity command respect. 

if this is true of individuals, does it not hold good equally of 
Nations? We admire a man who can endure; should we not like- 
wise praise a nation that endures? If any people has’ endured, 
surely the Jews deserve pride of place. Consider the batterings 
they have undergone. In the ancient world their little country was 
like ashuttlecock between two mighty battledores. Palestine was the 
pawn in the political game between Egypt and Assyria. Now one, now 
the other was a source of trouble and irritation to the Jews of old. 
Then came the First Exile and all the suffering it brought. But the 
Jews endured. They sat by the waters of Babylon and wept, but 
they kept a stout heart the while. Some returned to their land in 
the great trek led by Ezra. Did these find peace and complete 
happiness? By no means. A national life grew up in Palestine, 
but it was rent by flerce conflicts within and without. Eventually 
the whole structure was destroyed; the Jews were scattered over 
the face of Europe, an unpopular minority everywhere, suffering 
disabilities, the anger of the masses, the dislike of the Church, the 
jealousy of competitors. Their lives were circumscribed and con- 
fined; thousands of them were burnt at the stake, as many suffered 
torture at the hands of the Christian Inquisition. Yet they endured. 
True, the weaker brethren were broken and gave way. Not a few 
Jews adopted Christianity and served the Church and the State. 
But the majority stood firm, an object lesson in endurance of which 
the Jews of Germany to-day are affording the world another illus- 
tration. The Jews of Germany are deprived of their citizen rights ; 
they are treated in some parts of that wretched country as worse 
than beasts. They are insulted, despised, made to suffer mental 
torture, by creatures who shame the word human being, who inspire 
loathing in the minds of civilised people all over Europe, who 
blatantly show that they are barbarians. At the hands of such 
brutes the Jews of Germany suffer indignities and the loss of their 
livelihood, not because they are guilty of any offence but merely by 
reason of the fact that their persecutors are sadistic lunatics. Great 
as are their sufferings, the German Jews have behaved with a 
dignity which must have left an impression on even the most 
heartless of their bullying oppressors. They endured in a fine spirit. 
They endured as their forefathers did when the crusading 
enthusiasts vented their hatred upon them at a time when 
Christians were still ignorant of the Religion of Love. 

How account for Jewish endurance through the ages? 
Doubtless many factors contributed to maintain it. Among then) 
was the belief in Jewish persistence. You can hear that belief 
expressed to-day on Zionist platforms when eloquent speakers 
proclaim the eternity of the Jew, the Am Olam. . This is no new 
faith. You may trace it back through the centuries. Here is what 
the wise Sirach wrote: “The days of the life of man may be 
numbered; but the days of Israel are innumerable.” The Talmud 
preaches the same doctrine. “1 have spread you abroad on the 
four winds of heaven, saith the Lord.” So the Prophet Zachariah, 
and Rabbi Joshua ben Levi reasoned, “ Just as the world cannot 
exist without the winds of heaven, so it cannot exist without Israel.”’ 
The belief was poetically expressed by Yehuda Halevi when he 
declared that Israel among the Nations is as the heart among the 
limbs of the body (OD NS 25D SN W"); it isthe one which 
is most sickly and at the same time the healthiest among them. 
The heart is afflicted by anxieties, fears, hate, love, danger—indeed 
@ number of vicissitudes from which the other members are 
immune. On the other hand, the heart by reason of its pure blood 
and great strength senses any trouble that threatens to afflict it 
and overcomes it. Applied to the destimy of the Jew, Yehuda 
Halevi explains the doctrine on the one hand as divine election, 
and on the other as being that of a position of greater responsi- 
bility. “You only have I chosen out of all the fa ailies of the 
earth, therefore will I visit upon you your iniquity.” That is the 
suffering of the heart. Its health is found in the assurance that 
God will forgive Israel his sins, which, even if they be as red as 
scarlet will become as white as snow. 

As a theory the doctrine is interesting. Butis it true? Are we 
certain that the Jews will continue for ever? Apart from that, if 
ever the belief was a cardinal principle with Jews in the past, is it 
80 still? Do the majority of English Jews, for example, think about 
this doctrine? Asa matter of fact, do not the available facts point 
to a decline in the numbers of Jews? Even the most national- 
minded Jews are prepared to accept the facts of life, comforting 
themselves with the theory of the Remnant. The great bulk of 
Jews may disappear, a faithful remnant will always remain. This 
is a matter ef faith rather than reason; and who can argue with 
faith ? 
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Another cause which has been put forward as an explanation of 
Jewish endurance is persecution. In a crude philosophy of history 
it is held that the more the Jew is oppressed and persecuted, the 
more he will persist. You may hear the Ancients of the Ghetto still 
tell you that the way to preserve the Jew isto whip him. The more 
pogroms, the brighter burns the flame of Jewish life. It is an old 
theory. You will find it in the Talmud. Why, asks the Talmud, is 
Israel compared to the olive? Because, just as you can obtain oil 
from the olive only by pressing it, so Israel continues in good deeds 
only through suffering. 

How much truth is there in this suggestion ? Many people point 
with satisfaction to what is happening in Hitler's Germany. As soon 
as the Jews in that unhappy country were oppressed, they all clung 
more tenaciously together. Jews who had become far removed from 
their people returned to the fold. Synagogues were filled. Jewish 
clannishness became increasingly apparent. The phenomenon can- 
not be denied. But is it not perhaps evidence of Jewish endurance 
rather than its: cause ? 

Other causes have been proffered. The Ghetto has been sug- 
gested as a contributing factorin Jewish endurance. Segregate any 
group of people, it is argued, and you will accentuate their identity. 
Those who believe in the Ghetto as a motive power advocate the 
return to the Ghetto as a means of preserving the race. But the age 
of Ghettos is past. Economic Nationalism seeks to establish well 
defined social groups in which there is no room for exceptions. So 
long as Economic Nationalism continues, Jews will have to fit them- 
selves into the structure. But Economic Nationism must sooner or 
later be affected by the international ideal, and in that surely there 
is no room for the Ghetto. The advocates of the Ghetto are 
perhaps poets who mourn the past and look -back wistfully to an 
idealized state of society moulded not according to the realities of 
life but to a world of their own imagining. 

So, too, with the Shulechan Aruch. That, say some, was a 
binding force making for Jewish endurance. It may be so. But 
what is the effective influence of the Shulchan Aruch to-day? Is it 
not significant that even the rite of circumcision, which has always 
been regarded as being of special importance, should be the subject 
of rabbinic appeals: for due observation ? Leaving out a handful of 
zealots, we may say that the great Code has lost its authority partly 
because we do uot know it very well, and partly because we do not 
care. But even the zealots pick and choose among its ordinances. 
Ifeverthe Shulchan Aruch was a force making for Jewish endurance, 
will any one persuade us that it still possesses any potency to 
that end ? 

What of our mission? What of the Jewish Family? How 
many of us believe in our mission? How many of us are so blind 
as not to see the beginnings of the decay of the family among Jews? 
Perhaps these, too, were factors in Jewish endurance. To-day, they 
are not very strong or effective factors. 

Is, then, Jewish endurance at an end? He would be a bold 
prophet who answered this question in the affirmative. The 
biological urge to exist must still be powerful. If we are not 
troubled by theological arguments so dear to the heart of Yehuda 
Halevi, we can on the other hand see Jewish endurance in Palestine. 
No theology there but the making of roads, the clearing of swamps, 
the planting of arid wastes, the creation of smiling valleys in a hard 
and flinty soil. In Palestine Jewish endurance persists; in the 
Diaspora it seems to be on the decline. If this diagnosis is correct, 
it will have no small bearing on the trend of the history of the 
Jewish people.

The World Jewish 


Call for Continuance of Boycott 


TRANSFER AGREEMENT ATTACKED 


Official representatives of the League of Nations Secretariat 
and the International Labour Office were present at the opening of 
the World Jewish Conference at Geneva on Sunday. There were 
also present the Secretary-General of the Union of League of Nations 
Societies, Professor Ruyssen, and the diplomatic representatives in 
Switzerland of several countries. One hundred delegites are 
present representing twenty-four countries. The English delegation 
consists only of representatives of the Federation of Synagogues, 
the Federation of Jewish Relief Organisations and the Jewish Repre.- 
sentative Council for the Boycott of German Goods and Services. 

Mr. Jacob Lestchinsky read a report, which is being printed, 
dealing with the economic situation of the Jews in the various 
countries. Reports have also been presented to the Conference on 
the position of the Jews in Germany, Poland, Rumania, Lithuania, 
Latvia, Argentine, Bulgaria, Jugoslavia, Turkey, Austria, Greece, 
Soviet Russia, Mexico and Algeria. Several Commissions have been 
appointed to deal with specific questions and report back to the 
main Conference. Among the questions under consideration are 
the convocation of the World Jewish Congress, the political work 
of the Committee of Jewish Delegations, protection of minorities, 
and an intensification of the boycott against Germany. 

In opening the Conference, Dr. Nahum Goldmann, President of 
the Committee of Jewish Delegations, said : “There has scarcely been 
a time in the history of the Jewish people when the menace fo its 
existence has been so great as to-day. The thing that characterises 
the present Jewish crisis is that the most vital centres of Jewish 
life are involved. In earlier times the Jews saved themselves by 
emigration to other lands. ‘To-day, there are no emigration possi. 
bilities—with the exception of Palestine, which, however, in spite 
of the forty to fifty thousand immigrants that entered the country 
last year, cannot absorb the entire Jewish emigration. Further. 
more, Jewry to-day, after a century of assimilation, is more vulner- 
able to anti-Semitic attack than in former times when it led its own 
individual life. 


| Problems of World Jewry 


This Conference,” he continued, “ has been convened in order to 
discuss the important and urgent problems of the present situation 
of Jewry, and to determine the direction of our future work and the 
activity of our affiliated groups and organisations. In addition to 
the German-Jewish question, which still subsists in all its tragic 
intensity, our problem in the first place is to consolidate the legal 
position of Jews in those countries of Eastern and Central Europe 
where they are recognised as a minority and as such placed under 
the protection of the League of Nations. The Assembly of the 
League of Nations will this year have to deal comprehensively with 
the question of minority rights. 

“ There can be no compromise in our fight against Germany's 
present policy towards the Jews,’ Dr. Goldmann said. “ We will not 
compound with it, for what we demand is the minimum from which 
we can eliminate nothing, namely, full equality of rights. Last 
year from this tribune we proclaimed a boycott against Germany, 
and we will keep our word until full restoration of Jewish rights 
shall have taken place in Germany. 

“ We must also speak of the situation of the Jews in Soviet 
Russia,” he said. “This problem has nothing to do with anti-Semitism, 
for the Soviet Government is free from any kind of anti-Semitic 
tendencies. But the entire Jewish middle classes in Soviet Russia 
have been swept away by its economic policy and Jewish life has 
been destroyed by its cultural policy. We believe that it is 
necessary to discuss these matters with the Soviet Government and 
that, given good will on both sides, it should be possible to find a 
modus vivendi that will guarantee to the Jews of Soviet Russia 
their economic, as well as their national and cultural, requirements.” 


Dr. Wise’s Speech 


In the course of ‘his address Rabbi Dr. Stephen Wise said: ‘‘ How 
little Jews are disposed to stand and to battle together comes to light in 
the circumstance that to this day the boycott stands unapproved, if not 
formally disapproved, in certain Jewish quarters, though members of 
these groups personally admit that they share in the boycott from day to 
day, but cannot give it their explicit approval. The Nazi Reich may 
decide to prevent some of the evil consequences of its regime by such 
palliative treatment of the Jews as will disarm Jewish protest. Against 
that menace to the integrity of Jewish life, we need to be forewarned and 
forearmed. In so far as the Nazi Reich has proclaimed war against 
civilisation, to accept any terms of peace which it may specially offer us 
is to side with Hitlerism and to take sides against civilisation. 

“One year ago,” he continued, “we made the woeful blunder of 
ithholding our condemmation from certain Gérman-Palestine under- 
kings which involved a breach of the boycott. That breach, I grieve to 
state, is being continued and even widened. This Conference must clearly 
state that while Palestine has primacy over all other factors in the J ewish 
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equation, its primacy ceases when it comes into conflict with a higher 
moral law. This trafficking of Jewish Palestine with Nazi Germany 
must cease at once. 

“World Jewry, not German Jewry, is under attack,” Dr. Wise con. 
cluded. “A world war has been declared or is being provoked against us. 
That we should not be willing to be taught by Hitlerism is well. But it 
is ill that we should be unwilling to learn from Herzl. And the lesson of 
Herzl is that if Jews wish to remain a people, they must awake, arise 
and, taking counsel together, stand against their foes.” 

The Conference adopted a resolution proposed by Mr. Isaac Griinbaum 
to honour the memory of Dr. Leo. Motzkin by creating a Motzkin Chair 
at the Hebrew University in Jerusalem for the study of Jewish Diaspora 
and minorities problems.

A Communist View of Biro-Bidjan 
-- 


In the course of an interview with a delegation which offered 
congratulations to the Soviet Government on the formation of an 
autonomous Jewish Province in Biro-Bidjan, M. Kalinin, Chair- 
man of the Central Executive Committee of the Soviets, said: “I 
consider that Biro-Bidjan will become, in about ten years, the 
custodian of Jewish national culture, Jewish in form but socialist 
in content. The Jewish Autonomous Province will become a strong 
country, the population of which will not have the little traits that 
developed in the downtrodden, backward Jewish population of the 
small towns inthe Ukraine, Poland and White Russia under Tsarism. 
It will be a steady and strong population, the pioneer to master the 
new region. It will master the riches of the new province in a 
co-operative manner, in a workers’ manner, and not in the rapacious 
manner of colonial domination. 

‘I was told by a comrade, who had recently arrived from the 
Far East and who had visited Biro-Bidjan, that its collective farmers 
are already mastering the region. They live in fairly well-built 
factories are being established. The material 
basis is being laid for the further development of the region, parti- 
cularly as the population is imbued with a healthy and cheerful 
spirit.”

“Treasure Trove” of Jewish Manuscripts 
—- 
Now Available to the World 


It is stated in Moscow that there is a“ treasure trove” of rare 
ancient manuscripts and unique-printed volumes of Jewish interest 
in the Jewish Department’ of the Leningrad Library, formerly the 
Imperial Library, the work of cataloguing which is now in progress. 
Before the Revolution it was almost impossible to obtain admission 
to these treasures. After the Revolution the Jewish Department 
of the Library was enriched by the addition of many valuable books 
and manuscripts left behind by people who had emigrated or con- 
fiscated from Tsarist private owners. 

The catalogues now being made have full descriptions of the 
works, to enable the ordinary reader to make use of them. The 
catalogue of Yiddish periodicals has been completed. It is intended 
among other things to issue a complete catalogue of all works and 
publications dealing with Bureya. 


The annual war against the observance of the Jewish High Holy Days, 
Kosh Hashana and Yom Kippur, has been opened by the Yiddish Communist 
daily EMEs, in atwo-column article complaining of the present practice of 
making the anti-religious war a seasonal affair, and urging that it should 
be constant and carried on all the year round. ‘*' We have done a great 
dea!,’’ it says, **to exterminate religion. A new generation has grown 
up which knows nothing of religion.’’

POLAND 
Racial Differences Reported on Railways 


Jewish Paper's Astonishing Story 

Complaints that Jews and Aryans have been segregated in 
Poland in Aryan and non-Aryan railway compartments are made by 
the Jewish daily paper Cuwiia, of Lemberg. The Polish organisa- 
tion “Liga Morska Kalonialna” (Maritime and Colonial League), 
whose object is to promote the maritime and colonial interests of 
Poland, organised a series of excursions to the Polish seaport 
Gdynia, says the Cuwi.a. Over 1,200 people are stated to have 
joined an excursion from Lemberg. The non-Aryans among them 
found themselves cold-shouldered and segregated into separate 
compartments. Compartments A to L were reserved for Aryans, 
and non-Aryans were put into compartments M to Z. When the 
train reached Gdynia, those in the first compartments, the Aryans, 
were immediately transferred to the houses prepared for them, 
while the Jews in the other compartments were kept waiting over 
an hour. 

At Gdynia, the paper proceeds, the League organised a train 
excursion to Danzig and Zoppot, and a German shipping company 
arranged a sea excursion there. Because the ship flew the Swastika 
flag, all the non-Aryans and a few Aryans preferred to go by train, 
while the bulk of the Polish Aryans went by the German boat.

PERMANENT MANDATES COMMISSION 
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Minutes of May Meeting and Report to League 


IMMIGRATION 


What Did the Prime Minister 


We print below a summary of the Report of the Permanent 
Mandates Commission of the League of Nations and the Minutes 
of the 25th Session of the Commission held at Geneva from 
May 30th to June 12th, which have just been made available 
for the forthcoming meeting of the League Council at Geneva. 


THE REPORT 

The Commission's report expresses satisfaction at the favourable 
economic conditions prevailing. With regard to the riots in October 
of last year it awaits detailed information of the final decisions 
arrived at by the Mandatory Power as to the causes of the riots and 
the action taken. 

Dealing with Immigration the Commission asks the Mandatory 
Power to state how it proposes to establish a closer relation between 
the number of immigrants and the economic absorptive capacity of 
the country, taking the long view. 


Various petitions were considered, among them, one raising 
the question of discrimination against the Rabbinical Courts as 
compared with the Islamic Courts. The Commission, while noting 
that there was such a difference between the courts, felt that the 
difference did not constitute a breach of the Mandate: but, while 
unable to suggest a remedy, hoped that the Mandatory would be 
able to provide equal financial assistance even if unable to grant 
technical equality. The petition of the Council Vaad Adath 
Ashkenazim asking for establishment as a separate community was 
refused. 

The Commission noted the Jewish Agency's memorandum and 
the Mandatory’s observations thereon, but felt that no recommenda. 
tions were called for upon it. 


MINUTES OF THE SESSION 


Steps to Self-Government 


At the May meeting Count de Penha Garcia said, according to 
the Minutes, that the most serious problem in Palestine was that of 


- effective steps which lead to self-government, to weld the different 


demographical elements into a homogeneous whole. Had any 
measures been taken, or were any being considered to create a 
national Palestinian sentiment among the various ethnical groups ? 
There seemed to be a certain tendency on the part of the Govern. 
ment—a fendency possibly imposed by present circumstances—to 
keep Jews and Arabs apart. 


Mr. Hall, the Chief Secretary to the Palestine Government, who 


was the principal British Accredited Representative, replied that, 
on the contrary, the constant aim of the High Commissioner was 
to bring Jews and Arabs together in every possible way. His policy, 
he said, was in the first place to set up Advisory Committees, 
including Jewish and Arab members, who were encouraged to assist 
the Government with their advice in matters concerning roads, 
railways, harbours, agriculture and trade. He felt that the realm of 
economic co-operation offered the best initial prospects for the 
establishment of closer relations between the two races. This 
policy had been attended by a reasonable measure of success. 

The second stage was co-operation of Arabs and Jews in Muni- 
cipal affairs. A Municipal Corporations Ordinance had been enacted, 
under which in mixed centres of population there would be Jewish 
and Arab Councillors working together. When the new Municipal 
arrangements were in full working order, the third stage would be 
reached and steps taken towards the formation of a legislative body. 
In Palestine, he remarked, nothing would be gained by attempting 
to move too rapidly. 

Count Garcia asked whether a beginning could not be made by 
bringing the upper intelledétual classes of Jews and Arabs together. 
Mr. Hall replied that political feeling found its strongest expression 
among the more educated classes. There were, however, encourag- 
ing instances of co-operation between cultivators of the two races. 
Similar instances of co-operation were to be found in the commercial 
community. There were, for example, a number of companies with 
mixed Boards of Directors. 

Count Garcia said that he noted that the proportion of Jews to 
Arabs was, roughly, one to four, and asked whether it might not be 
desirable slightly to increase the proportion of Jews to Arabs. Mr. 
Hall said that the Mandatory Power was mindful of its dual obliga- 
tion under the Mandate. The Government adhered strictly to the 
policy that immigration should be governed by the country's 
economic absorptive capacity. As a matter of fact, he added, the 
present proportion of Jews to Arabs was nearer one to five. 


AND EMPLOYMENT 


Mean ? 


Count Garcia said he was not suggesting that Arab rights should 
in any way be endangered. The present Arab majority was large. 
Possibly the situation might improve if the numerical disproportion 
between the two races were gradually reduced. It might, perhaps, 
become easier to establish equilibrium. 


Relations of the Two Peoples 


M. Palacios said that he welcomed the note of optimism which 
so frequently occurred inthe accredited representative s statements. 
The impression left by the information derived from various sources, 
however, was that very little progress 
had been made in peaceful relations between the different popula- 
tions of Palestine. 


including official sources. 


The opposition between the various elements 
might even have become accentuated. Collaboration between Jews 
and Arabs appeared to be difficult, if not impossible. Co-operation 
between the Arabs and the Administration was no less difficult. The 
press was responsible for spreading the rumour-—echoes of the 
complaint had even reached the Commission—that the Jews were not 
satisfied with the policy of the Mandatory Power, which seemed to 
them weak and hesitating compared with the comprehensive nature 
ofan undertaking such as the establishment of the Jewish National 
Home. 

That was probably why the forces,of the United Kingdom 
Government were strengthened from day to day, he continued. The 
conflict between the two peoples, Arabs and Jews, had made it 
necessary to bring in tonsiderable police and military forces in order 
to maintain peace, or re-establish it when it was disturbed from 
time to time. Those same conflicts stood in the way of local 
autonomy—for the new ordinance was on restrictive lines—and of 
self-government. ‘There seemed now to be no more talk of the 
Legislative Council, the creation of which was to depend on the 
success of the new Municipal organisation. Even the term of office 
of the members of the Moslem Supreme Council appointed by the 
Government as an interim measure was tending to be continuous. 

M. Palacios thought that the difficulties of the situation arose 
from the difficulties of the Mandate and that there was perhaps no 
other solution to that situation, which was bound to be very slow 
in evolving. He simply wished to know whether his views, based 
upon the data to which he had just referred, were correct, and to 
allow the accredited representative an opportunity of correcting him 
or giving some explanation in regard to the problems in question. 

Mr. Hall said that he could not accept the assertion that rela- 
tions between Jews 2xd Arabs had deteriorated. There might have 
been no sensible improvement politically, but in the economic and 
agricultural spheres some progress had been made, and there were 
grounds for hope. The aim of the administration was to promote 
by every.means the welfare of Palestine as a whole. If it had not 
yet succeeded in certain directions, that was not through any lack 
of endeavour. That there had been complaints on both sides 
regarding the Government's immigration policy did not necessarily 
prove that that policy was wrong. The Government's special 
concern was to help the poorer classes and raise their economic and 
intellectual level. This policy was’ making headway in spite of 
material difficulties. 

M. Palacios further explained his views, which, he repeated, 
were based on the allegations contained in a certain petition and on 
various documents and other sources of information, some of them 
official, which had reached the Commission. The petitioners 
referred explicitly to the failure of the scheme for the participation 
of Jews and Arabs in receptions and administrative and other com- 
mittees. Some were mentioned by name. As the Arabs insisted that 
they did not wanta Legislative Council, Sir Herbert Samuel's 
policy in the matter would seem to have failed so far. Similarly, 
their aspirations appeared to lie outside anything that might be 
done as regards the Moslem Supreme Council—which had to do with 
the Waqfs and the Sharia Courts—as long as they were refused what 
they described as their natural rights to independence and liberty. 
At the same time, the Mandatory Power could not neglect to follow 
a policy of progress in conformity with Article 2 of the Mandate. 

Mr. Hall pointed out that the offer of a Legislative Council 
made by Sir Herbert Samuel in 1922 had been uncompromisingly 
rejected by the Arabs, who had boycotted the elections. 

M. Orts desired to point out that, contrary to the reassuring 
impression conveyed by the accredited representative at the previous 
meeting, the most recent petitions seemed to indicate a growing 
exasperation among the Arabs. Was the Government fully in touch 
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with the situation? Was the intelligence service, which had not 
been in existence at the time of the 1929 occurrences, as wide awake 
as was stated ? 

Mr. Hall replied that the Palestine Intelligence Service, which 
had been reorganised after the disturbances of 1929, was now highly 
efficient. 

M. Orts enquired whether, with the means at its disposal, the 
Government could undertake to maintain order in any contingency. 

Mr. Hall replied in the affirmative. 


Settlement in Transjordan 


M. Orts raised the question of settlements of Jews in Trans- 
jordan. The present discussion seemed to show, he said, that the 
Jews were not only not encouraged, but were actually prohibited from 
settling in Transjordan. That meant that nationals of countries 
which were Members of the League of Nations would not have access, 
if they were Jews, to Transjordan, which was nevertheless part of the 
territory under mandate. Was that situation in harmony with 
Article 18 of the Mandate? 

Mr. Hall said that Jews as well as other persons could enter 
the country as travellers ;. but that no foreigner c uld settle there 
without permission. There undoubtedly was at present a strong 
feeling in Transjordan against the settlement of Jews. In view of 
this strong public opinion, the Mandatory Power felt that it would 
be unwise for Jews to settle in the country in present circumstances. 

M. Orts also raised the question of the immigration of German- 
Jews to Palestine. He wanted to know what proof was demanded 
of them that they were in possession of the £1,000 required from 
Class A immigrants. 

Mr. Hall replied that he understood that arrangements had 
now been made by the Jewish Agency with the Gernian Authorities 
which permitted of the transfer of the necessary capital. Moreover, 
the Immigration Ordinance allowed of part of the necessary capital 
taking the form of stock-in-trade, ete. This concession was of 
general application. The actual number of immigrants in Category 
A, whether of German or other origin, who took advantage of this 
concession, was very small. 

Count Garcia asked whether there might not be some danger of 
a situation arising in the future in which the Jews in Palestine 
would be the trading and professional classes, and the Arabs merely 
the labourers, and would not such asituation increase the opposition 
between Jews and Arabs? 

Mr. Hall said he thought there was little danger of such a 
situation arising. The policy adopted by the greater proportion of 
Jewish employers of using Jewish labour for Jewish enterprises 
would operate to prevent this. 


IMMIGRATION AND THE ABSORPTIVE CAPACITY 


Government’s “Cautious View 


M. Rappard referring to the statement by the Palestine Govern- 
ment that it intended to take measures to establish acloser relation 
between immigration and the absorptive capacity of the country, 
said that he wished the Administration every success. In spite of 
existing prosperity, he continued, he understood its reluctance to 
conclude that the upward trend would continue indefinitely. He 
was relieved to know, he added, that reports concerning the heavy 
immigration from Transjordan were said to be exaggerated. He 
supposed that the authorities did not base their calculations on a 
sort of cancelling out of claims made by both sides. He would be 
grateful if the accredited representative could give au indication as 
to what method the authorities adopted in reducing, for instance, 
the figures of 12,000 and of 24,500 immigration certificates claimed 
by the Jewish Agency to the 5,000 finally allowed. 

Mr. van Rees wanted to know how the discrepancy had come 
about between the proposals submitted by the Jewish Agency 
for Labour Schedules for 1983 of 37,240 workers, and the grant of 
only 11,000 certificates of entry. Immigration must not exceed the 
country’s power of economic absorption, he said, but was an appeal 
to that principle—a particularly elastic one—sufficient to justify 
the decision taken even in a case where it had been demonstrated 
that the labour suggested by the Agency was actually required ? 

Mr. Hall said that the authorities certainly did not adopt any 
haphazard system such as cancelling out rival claims. The Com- 
mission would realise that the High Commissioner, who was 
responsible for the present and future welfare of the country as a 
whole, was bound to take a longer and more cautious view than the 
Jewish Agency. 
year from 2,000 to 3,000 Jewish children and about twice as many 
Arab children entered the labour market; also that the present 
arrangements for the reception and accommodation of Jewish 
immigrants were inadequate for the numbers at present authorised 
to enter the country. 

There was some local and seasonal shortage of labour, for 
instance, during the citrus-picking season, continued Mr. Hall. On 
these occasions town workers could be and were brought in to help. 
The Jewish Agency had applied for the immigration of permanent 
setilers to supply this purely seasonal requirement. The Govern- 

ment had rightly declined this request. There was also a shortage 
of labour for building, owing to the boom conditions at present 
prevailing in that industry. But the Government felt that it would 
be unwise to regard this as a permanent feature of the economic life 
of the country, and some discrepancy between the supply of labour 
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and the demand could not be avoided if a proper measure of caution 
were to be observed at a time of rapid development. 

Moreover, said Mr. Hall, this discrepancy had been aggravated 
by the fact that the Jewish Agency had frequently nominated under 
the Labour Schedules professional men and non-manual immigrants 
instead of working men. A selection of immigrants more in con- 
formity with the requirements of the labour market would have 
mitigated instead of accentuating the shortage of labour. He could 
assure the Commission that the Government would not be deterred 
from its avowed policy by any pressure or political considerations. 
The Jewish Agency, he explained, gave a guarantee for one year's 
maintenance, but not for specific employment, of each Jewish 
Immigrant. 

M. van Rees said that he fully realised the Government's diffi- 
culties in attempting to fix the quota of workers authorised to settle 
in Palestine during a given period, and readily admitted that the 
Jewish labour organisation’s proposals in the matter frequently 
proved to be over-optimistic, as the accredited representative had 
stated. At the same time, one could not but wonder if the extreme 
caution that the Government had shown in allowing for the 
year 1933 less than one-third of the number of workers mentioned 
in the Jewish proposal was really -in keeping with the considerable 
increase in the demand for Jewish labour resulting directly from 
the country's state of prosperity, and thus toa large extent with 
the increasing activity of the Jewish element. It seemed perfectly 
clear that in a country like Palestine there was a danger that the 
shortage of Jewish labour might not only affect the normal extension 
of Jewish undertakings of every kind, but might be detrimental to 
the regular economic development of the territory as a whole. 
Did not the Mandatory Power's Report itself, he asked, refer in 
several places to the period of unprecedented prosperity which 
Palestine was now enjoying? Did not that same Report on pages 97 
and 226 refer to some, at all events, of the regrettable consequences 
of the shortage of Jewish Labour ? 


The Prime Minister’s Letter 


M. van Rees drew attention to the letter addressed by the 
Prime. Minister to Dr. Weizmaun on February 13th, 1983, in the 
course of which he wrote: “ The practice of sanctioning a Labour 
Schedule of wage-earning immigrants will continue. In each case 
consideration will be given to anticipated labour requirements for 
works which, being dependent on Jewish or mainly Jewish capital, 
would not be or would not have been undertaken unless Jewish 
labour was made available.” He asked whether it could be 
seriously maintained that the affirmation, which was perfectly 
clear, was adequately enforced, when the considered Jewish 
estimate of the labour requirements was reduced to one-third ? 

Mr. Hall said there was no general shortage of unskilled labour 
in the country if Arab, as well as Jewish workers available, were 
taken into account. There was, however, a certhin shortage of 
skilled labour; but he understood that the Jewish Agency was 
experiencing great difliculty in finding members of skilled trades 
for nomination. There was nothing to prevent the Jewish Agency, 
which was alone responsible for the selection of immigrants under 
the Labour Schedule, from nominating for vacancies doctors and 
traders in place of labourers or artisans, and this was in fact 
happening. 

Mr. Hall added that in the Prime Minister's letter to Dr. Weiz- 


mann it was said that if in consequence of the policy of the exclusive | 


employment of Jewish labour by Jewish organisations, Arab labour 
was displaced or existing unemployment became aggravated, that 
was a factor in the situation to which the Mandatory Power was 
bound to have regard. 

Mr. van Rees said that the passage had not escaped his notice. 
But was it fair, he asked, to interpret it without reference to what 
went before—namely, “The principle of preferential and indeed 
exclusive employment of Jewish labour by Jewish organisations is 
a principle which the Jewish Agency is entitled to affirm ?” 

Mr. Hall said that he did not wish to be drawn or even appear 
to be drawn into an interpretation of the meaning of the Prime 
Minister's words. 

The Chairman of the Commission, the Marquis Theodoli, raised 
the question of Arab dissatisfaction over the allocation of work 
between Jews and Arabs. Had there not recently been at least one 
case in which there had been a shortage of Jewish labour for certain 
work which Arabs could have done and Arabs were not employed, 
although a large number of them were in need of work, and that in 
consequence it was said that oranges had rotted on the trees. 

Mr. Hall said that a special enquiry had been made by the 
Government into this allegation, and it had been established that no 
oranges had rotted on the trees in conseqhence of Labour shortage 
or for any other reason. {[n certain Jewish groves both Arabs and 
Jews were employed and worked side by side. 

The Marquis Theodoli asked if Arabs were paid less for doing 
exactly the same work as Jews in the same establishment. 

Mr. Hall replied that in general that was so. The Commission, 
however, should remember that the Arabs had not yet as high a 
standard of living as the Jews. The employment of Arabs and Jews 
on the same works had tended to raise the wages of Arabs rather 
than to depress the wages of Jews. | 


legal Immigration 
In reply to Lord Lugard who raised the question of illegal 
immigration, Mr. Hall said that the number of illicit settlers was 
now accurately ascertained by a system under which every person 
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entering the country as a traveller had to sign a card on arriving 
and another on departure. The police were seriously hampered, he 
said, because a large proportion of the Jewish population 
sympathised with the illicit settlers and withheld information and 
assistance from the police. 

M. Rappard asked whether the action of the authorities, in 
discounting a certain number of illegal immigrants in awarding 
Labour Schedules, did not almost amount to official connivance at 
such immigration. 

Mr. Hall said that he did not think so. The Government felt 
justified in deducting from the Labour Schedule a number 
representing its estimate of the probable extent of illicit settle- 
ment during the period of the Schedule. 

M. Orts raised the question of Arab immigration, said to be 
unimportant, on the Transjordan frontier. What steps were taken, 
he asked, to prevent immigrants travelling from Transjordan to 
Palestine, who did not require passports, from settling permanently 
in Palestine? 

Mr. Hall contended that the reports concerning immigration 
from Transjordan were greatly exaggerated. The estimated number 
of Transjordanians in Palestine did not exceed 1,000. The super- 
vision exercised by the Government over frontier movements was 
effective. If Transjordanians were to attempt to settle in Palestine 
without permission, they would be returned to their country.

UNSATISFACTORY STATEMENTS ISSUED 


WHAT HAPPENED TO THE HARTOG REPORT ? 


Dr. Ch. Weizmann, President of the Hebrew University, presided 
at the meeting of the Board of Governors of the University which 
was held in Zurich last week, and we print herewith a summary of 
the official communiqués issued. 

Dr. J. L. Magnes, Chancellor of the University, Dr. Cyrus Adler, 
President of the American Jewish Committee, Mr. Edward M. War- 
burg, representing his father Mr. Felix M. Warburg, Rabbi Dr. 
Stephen S. Wise, Honorary President of the American Jewish Con. 
gress, Mr. M. M. Ussishkin, Chairman of the Jewish National Fund, 
Professor Selig Brodetsky and Dr. Maurice B. Hexter, members of 
the Jewish Agency Executive, Chief Rabbi Dr. J. H. Hertz, Professor 
Charles Rosenbloom, Dr. Max Schloessinger, Mr. Harry Sacher, 
Dr. M. D. Eder, Dr. Nathan Ratnoff, Professor J. Hadamard, Dr. 
Emmanuel Libman, Dr. Golub, Professor Karpf, Judge Leopold 
Greenberg, of South Africa, Judge Frumkin, of Jerusalem, Professor 
L. 8S. Ornstein, Utretch, and Dr. Bichler, Principal of Jews’ College, 
London, are attending the meeting. In addition there are present 
Sir Philip Hartog and Dr. Kedcliffe M. Salaman, members of the 
Survey Committee. Professor Louis Ginsberg, of America, the third 
member of the Committee, has written apologising for his inability 
to be present. 

Professor Albert Einstein, who is also unable to attend, has 
sent a long statement to the Chairman of thé Curatorium, setting 
out his position on the questions under dispute. Both Professor 
Einstein’s memorandum and the report of the Survey Commission 
are being kept strictly confidential. 

Dr. Weizmann opened the meeting by paying a tribute to the 
memory of Bialik, who was a member of the Board of the University 
from its inception. Dr. Magnes also paid a tribute to Bialik, and the 
meeting was then adjourned for a few minutes as asign of mourning. 

A debate was then opened on the report of the Hartog Survey 
Commission. 

A Generous Benefaction 


The other sessions were occupied chiefly with the problem of 
the Constitution, including Ordinances and Statutes. Among the 
matters on which decisions were reached was the composition of 
the University Council. The following members of the Council 
were elected: On behalf of the Senate, Professors Adler, Asaf, Fekete, 
Klein, and as non-Academic members, Messrs. Berl Katznelson, 
Schmarya Levin, Schloessinger and Ussishkin, in addition to the 
Chairman, the Chancellor who, as heretofore, remains the Chairman 
of the Senate or University Faculty, Mr. Salman Schocken, the 
newly-elected Treasurer of the University, and Mr. Green, Technical 
Adviser to the University. Additional members of the Board of 
Governors were chosen as follows: Mr. Schocken, Mr. Katznelson 


and Mr. Justice Frumkin. Appointments and Academic Budgetary 


questions were considered. The Budget for 1934-35 is to be in the 
sum of £48,000, and £10,000 were added for German Refugee 
Scholars and for Cancer Research. 

The Governing Board considered the question of establishing a 
Cancer Research Institute at the University, for which purpose a 
sum of £40,000 has been contributed by an anonymous donor. A 
Commission was appointed consisting of Dr. Weizmann, Dr. 
Redcliffe N. Salaman and Dr. Libman to consider the details of 
the scheme. . ; 

It was decided to take further steps for creating a Pedagogic 
Institute, and the new University Council was authorised to take 
measures to this effect. It was decided to establish a Medical 
School or Centre: for post-graduate teaching. The Board of 
Governors, at the instance of the American Jewish Physicians Com- 
mittee for the support of the Hebrew University, of which Dr. 
Nathan Ratnoff, of New York, was the founder and is the President, 
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unanimously voted to honour Dr. Ratnoff by giving his name to the 
Medical College Building. This will be one of the several buildings 
which together are to constitute the Rothschild-Hadassah University 
Hospital. 

The meeting passed a vote of thanks to the members of the 
Hartog Survey Commission, to the Chancellor, Dr. J. L. Magnes and 
the Council of Professors and Dr. Ratnoff. 


The Rioting at Nathania 


NO FURTHER TROUBLE 


GOVERNMENT'S FIRM ACTION 

The fears that have been expressed by responsible Jewish 
leaders in Palestine that the activity of the Arab volunteer bands 
engaged in watching the coasts and the frontiers to prevent illegal 
Jewish imimigration, might precipitate clashes with Jewish youth, 
were borne out by « serious fracas that occurred last week -near 
Nathania, on the coast, as a result of a dispute over Arab attempts 
to prevent the landing of alleged Jewish illegal entrants. A party 
of Arabs wearing uniforms passed by Nathania in a procession, led 
by a banner, towards the seashore in order to patrol against illegal 
entrants, singing and otherwise irritating the residents. 

Sporadic fights started early on the Thursday morning, 
apparently culminating in a free fight on the seashore outside the 
colony. One Arab was found injured, but not gravely, some kilometres 
to the North ; others were apparently slightly injured by a group of 
thirty or forty persons unknown. Detachments of police proceeded 
to the scene and restored order. 

The Arab youth who was wounded is not dead, as has been 
rumoured in some quarters. His condition is satisfactory. There 
are no repercussions anywhere oftheclash. Thecountry is all quiet. 

A Government communiqué declares that the High Commissioner 
is concerting with the Secretary of State for the Colonies with regard 
to the necessary measures for securing the frontiers against all 
illegal immigration by. land, and measures will shortly be introduced 
which, it is anticipated, will effectually check illegal immigration 
both by land and sea. Under Palestine law, it is stated, private 
persons, others than officials, have no right to arrest illegal entrants. 
The activities of such an organisation are a positive hindrance and 
an embarrassment to the police, tending to promote breaches of the 
peace, and attempts by persons and bodies to take the law into 
their own hands must be discontinued. Persons disregarding this 
order will be liable to proceedings under the Prevention of Crimes 
Ordinance. 

The High Commissioner also takes the opportunity in this 
communique to warn certain organs of the press against publishing 
what are described as mischievous and misleading statements 
concerning the activities of these unofficial bodies, and threatens 
them with suspension in case of need. 

As a consequence, the JAMIA EL ARABIA has been suppressed for 
publishing an appeal to the Arab youth by Jemal Husseini, one of 
the Arab leaders, that they should continue guarding the coast 
against illegal Jewish immigration, in spite of the High Commis- 
sioner’s prohibition. It-is possible that Jemal Hussein: will be 
; rosecuted for violating a bond to be of good behaviour for three 
years, which he gave last month when he was released together 
with several other Arab leaders on the charge of being concerned in 
the November Arab rioting. 

For the first time a group of Arabs from the Hauran have been 
sentenced for entering Palestine without legal permission. The 
group, consisting of twenty-nine Hauranese, was sentenced to two 
months’ imprisonment to be followed by deportation, 

A party of five Jews was sentenced at the same time to deporta- 
tion without imprisonment. 


Agreement on Political Questions

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“Palestine and Peace” 
— > 


From Mr. J. H: KANN 
To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 

Sir,—lIn the report which you gave a few weeks ago of Professor 
Norman Bentwich’'s address on © Palestine and Peace,” I found some 
remarks which, with all respect due to Professor Bentwich, urge me 
to express an opinion somewhat different from his. 

Professor Bentwich stated that in Palestine two nations (the 
Jews and the Arabs) seem to be parted by feud and contention. He 
said that it was a mistake to think that peace was to be obtained by 
any formula or treaty, and he believes that the remedy lies in the 
application of the old principle of the Bible of “ loving one’s neigh- 
bour as oneself.” 

Professor Bentwich sees peace and understanding between Jews 
and Arabs already being built up, though not visibly to the outside 
world, from the contact between the Arab peasants and the Jewish 
peasants, and between the Arab workmen and the Jewish workmen. 
And he promises us that perhaps in two generations understanding 
and co-operation could be really accomplished. 

All this looks very promising indeed. But I doubt whether, if 


Professor Bentwich were directing British affairs, he would say: 
‘ Let us do away with our Navy, our Air Force, our Army. Let us 


do without any formula or Treaty. But let us apply the old prin. 
ciple of the Bible, ° loving one’s neighbour as oneself.’ ” 

Does Professor Bentwich really believe that loving the German 
as oneself would be the best security against the German menace 
to the world? “ Qut se fait brelis, le loup le mange.” Love is 
certainly the holiest thing in the world. But in order to arrive at 
the sacred state of universal love of mankind for each other, it 
seems necessary first to go through different stages, which will 
require more than two generations contact. between people of two 
different nations. 

In the case of Palestine we have the formula of the Balfour 
Declaration and we have the British Mandate. There certainly 
would be no peace in Palestine to-day without the British Man- 
date. lagree with Professor Bentwich that contact between Arab 
and Jewish peasants and workmen is an excellent thing, but it is 
not enough to rely upon. Furthermore, the Mandate is not an insti- 
tution for eternity. What is necessary is a Jewish-Arab Policy—Policy 
in the good sense of the word. British statesmen could help a great 
deal in directing this Policy towards a definite Jewish-Arab 
understanding. 

There is another old principle, though not of the Bible: Divide 
etimpera. The new era in human history, however, rejects this 
principle. We may, therefore, hope that the nations of the world, 
first of all the British Nation, will give a fair chance equally to the 
Jews and to the Arabs. To the Jews in Eretz Yisrael, and to the 
Arabs in their own countries. 

We see that in the Near East there is an outspoken revival of 
the Arab national sentiment. Is it, perhaps, the intention of the 
One who governs the world that there be in future a Confederation 
of Arab nations from Egypt to India? And could the Jews be helpful 
in furthering this Arab ideal? If so, then by all means let this 
be the Jewish-Arab Policy: co-operation between Jews and Arabs, 
whereby the Jews could promote the welfare of the already existing 
Arab states in the Hedjaz, Arabia and lrak, and whereby they could 
be helpful in establishing a Confederationof Arab Nations, on the one 
hand; and co-operation between Arabs and Jews in order to establish 
an independent Jewish state in Palestine and Transjordan, on the 
other hand. Jews and Arabs to have full civic rights in both the 
Arabian and the Jewish countries; England to be the honest agent 
in restoring the Jews and the Arabs to full independence. 

I realise the enormous difficulties. First of all: with whom 
are the Jews to negotiate ? Is it with Ibn Saoud, is it with others at 
the same time? It may further be questioned whether the British 
Government will ever agree to give up the Mandate for Palestine 
and Transjordan. And there are, of course, many more difficulties. 

But is it a reason for doing nothing and leaving things as they 
are because there are difficulties? The question is, whether the 
idea of a Jewish-Arab Policy should be approached. And if so, 
whether such a Policy could lead to “ Palestine and Peace.” 

We may meet Professor Bentwich on our way, and perhaps in 
the long, in the very long run shall we meet also the old principle 
of the Bible: loving one’s neighbour as oneself.

Meeting of Zionists and Non-Zionists 


A “MAXIMUM OF CO-OPERATION" PLANNED 


NEED FUR REVIVING ACTIVITY 


An important meeting was held in Zurich last week of members 
of the Jewish Agency Executive and a number of non-Zionist 
friends of the Jewish Agency. There were present: Dr. Cyrus 
Adler. President of the American Jewish Committee; Max Ritter 
von Anhauch, Czernowitz; Mr. J. Dreyfus-Brodski, Basel; Sir 
Osmond d'Avigdor Goldsmid ; Dr. Maurice Karpf, New York; Mr. 
Samuel Lamport, New York; Mr. Neville Laski, K.C., President of 
the Board of Deputies of British Jews; Mc. Leo Simon, Paris; M. 
Muschkat, Riga; Dr. A. Weiner, Briinn; Dr. Chaim Weizmann, Mr. 
M. M. Ussishkin, Mr. Edward M. Warburg ,Professor Selig Brodetsky, 
Mr. Berl Locker, Mr. Isaac Griinbaum, Dr. Maurice B. Hexter. Mr. 
Louis Lipsky, and Dr. Arthur Ruppin, members of the Jewish 
Agency Executive; and Dr. A. Hantke, Director of the Keren 
Hayesod. Dr. L. Lauterbach, of the Organisation Department of 
the Jewish Agency, acted as Secretary. 

The Conference, which was held under the Chairmanship of Mr. 
Neville Laski, was opened with an address by Mr. Berl Locker on the 
results which have been obtained till now by the co-operation of 
Zionists and non-Zionists in the Jewish Agency, and the need of 
reviving the activity of the non-Zionist half, 

Dr. Maurice Bb. Hexter, non-Zionist member of the Jewish 
Agency Executive, reported to the meeting on the state of the 
finances of the Jewish Agency in Palestine. The income obtained 
by the Keren Hayesod till now justifies the expectation, he said, 
that the budget adopted at the Prague Congress will this year be 
secured. They had succeeded in the course of the year under 
review in reducing the indebtedness of the Jewish Agency and the 
Keren Hayesod by £75,000. 

Professor Selig Brodetsky replied to a number of questions on 
the political work of the Executive, and Mr. lL. Griinbaum explained 
a number of questions relating to the immigration to Palestine. 

The meeting then proceeded to deal with the inner problems of 
organisation of the Jewish Ageucy. The discussion, in which most 
of the non-Zionist members participated, was guided by the desire 
to promote the maximum of co-operation between the Zionist and 
non-Zionist sections of the Jewish Agency and to strengthen the 
non-Zionist section. | 

For this purpose, it is understood, definite steps in the spirit of 
the resolutions of the Council will immediately be taken, adapted to 
the circumstances of the various countries.

Professor Brodetaby Appeals for Peace 
“THE TWELFTH HOUR” 


Professor Selig Brodetsky, speaking at a public meeting held in 
Zurich, said that the two outstanding problems with which the 
Political Department of the Jewish Agency had to deal were the 
problem of relations with the Arabs, and the problem of relations 
with the British Mandatory Government. The present , Executive 
of the Jewish Agency would spare no effort to establish better rela- 
tionship between Jews and Arabs. But, he declared, neither of those 
two important problems could so endanger the future of the Jewish 
National Home in Palestine as the problem of inner Jewish and 
inner Zionist disunity. Even the non-Jewish friends of Zionism. 


were raising their voices in warning. The twelfth hour had struck 


to put an end to this party dissension. Only one who could sub- 
ordinate Party interests to the sacred national purpose of Zionism 
was worthy of the name of Zionist. 

The Executive, he said, was now endeavouring to concentrate 
all the outwardly and inwardly disciplined elements of the Jewish 
people. Upon the success of those efforts depended the fate of the 
Zionist Organisation, the fate of the Jewish National Home in 
Palestine, and the fate of the whole Jewish people. 


World Conference of Mizrachi 


RABBI OSTROWSKI'S BREACH OF DISCIPLINE 


At the Conference of the Mizrachi World Council, held at 
Lemberg, which concluded on Sunday, a resolution was adopted 
calling upon Mizrachists in Palestine to employ Jewish workers, 
and wherever possible those who belong to the Hapoel Hamizrachi, 
the Orthodox Labour Party. 

Another resolution adopted by the Meeting, dealing with the 
refusal of Rabbi Ostrowski to leave the Vaad Leumi following the 
decision of the Party to withdraw from it, declares that Rabbi 
Ostrowski no longer represents the Mizrachi on that body. A special 
committee has been charged to decide what action to take against 
the Rabbi for his breach of Party discipline. 

Other resolutions were adopted protesting against the restric. 
tion of immigration in Palestine, the use of Arab frontier guards, 
and the Legislative Council project; and complaining of the failure 
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of the Vaad Leumi to protect Chief Rabbi Kook against attack by 
the parties of the Left.

Shalom Asch’'s Gesture 
“God of Vengeance" Not to be Performed 


Shalom Asch has refused to give permission for the performance 
of his play, the “ God of Vengeance,” at the Bethlen Platz Theatre 
in Budapest. In reply to the request for permission, he wrote : 
“In the world of to-day in which there are so many causes of 
religious friction, | do not wish to have my play misunderstood. 
Its production might give rise to unpleasantness. When I wrote it, 
my intention was objective. But since then times have changed. 
What was harmless then, holds now altogether different implica- 
tions. I must consequently ignore my material interests, and refuse 
to permit the performance of this play.”

‘From our Correspondent | 


A Committee of the Society held a Meeting last week at the 
Shechita Board Rooms. The President, Mr. Eli Fox, welcomed the 
Rey. I. Siroto, and expressed pleasure that he was following in the 
footsteps of his late father, Cantor J. Siroto, who had been one most 
active workers among the Founders of the Society. The Rev. I. 
Siroto responded. Reference was made to the recent death of Mr. 
Haim Sereno, and on the motion of the Chairman, a vote of 
condolence was passed with the family. The Treasurers, Messrs. 
D. Friedman and J. Wankser, submitted a Balance-sheet for the year 
ended June 30th. It showed that the deficit last year of £34 had 
been increased to £68, owing chiefly to the arrears of subscribers. 
They hoped the Community would give more support to the Society. 
The funeral collections amounted to about £80, and provided a 
large part of the Society's income. Messrs. I. Rosenberg and P. 
Fireman, Hon. Auditors, in moving the adoption of the Report, 
stressed the Society's need for new subscribers. They moved a vote 
of thanks to Mr. Henry Vogel, Chartered Accountant. It was 
reported that nine cases had been sent by the Society to Southport 
and four to Buxton for convalescence. 


Mourner Ordered Out of Synagogue 

According to reports in the Press, an official of a Synagogue in 
Cheetham Hill Road is alleged to have ordered out of the building 
a young Jew who was wearing a sports jacket and grey flannel 
trousers. It was stated that the young man, who lives in Broom 
Lane, Higher Broughton, was in mourning, and after finishing his 
work, found he had no time to change his dress for the evening 
Service, held between 7 and 7.50, so he hurried to the Synagogue 
dressed just as he was. It was further alleged that at the 
conclusion of the Service a member of the Committee of the Syna- 
gogue approached the young man and said: “ Get out of here. We 
don't want you here. People who attend the Services must come in 
proper clothes.’ In connection with the matter, Mr. Nathan Laski, 
J.P., is reported in the Press to have said: ~ What does it matter 
how a Jew is dressed in attending Service at a Synagogue if the 
spirit and fervour are there ?”’ 


Mrs. Barnard of “ Aishel Court,” St. Anne’s-on-Sea, gave a dance in 
aid of the funds of the Manchester Battalion of the Jewish Lads’ Brigade. 
Over 200 were present.

Jewish Position in Manchester 
To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
Sir,—May I offer you a word or two in appreciation of the 
article which appeared in the last JEWISH CHRONICLE Supplement 
describing the Jewish position in Manchester. 
Your Special Correspondent has covered the ground pretty well 
and I have not much fault to find with his general conclusions. I 


should like, however, to comment on one or two points. Very much 
stress has been given to the Synagogues in Manchester and Salford 
by your correspondent, and it seems to me that the Synagogues are 
made to overshadow the rest of the Jewish activities. 

From what I can see of the Community the Synagogues are, as far as 
activity is concerned, very much in the background. Everything worth 
while has to be begun outside the Synagogue, and then, when a move. 
ment makes its mark or shows signs of doing so, the Synagogue officials 
suddenly find that they ought to be in it; and not only in it, but they 
claim practically, as “pillars of the community,” to be at the head of it, 
after the donkey-work has already been done by those who in other 
spheres and at other times are accused of lacking interest or even opposing 
religious affairs. I have only to mention Zionism as a case in point. How 
many of the Manchester Synagogue Executive members who are such 
busy “Zionists” now were Zionists when the movement was only 
struggling at the beginning ? 

If you take the German-Jewish relief efforts also you will find the 
same story. The Synagogues, as the so-called main institutions of Jewish 
life, have very little to be proud of in the collective sense as far as their 
contributions to the Fund are concerned. There is one other point which 
affects me as a member of the younger generation. Your Correspondent 
points out the so-called lack of response to the charities by Sedgley Park 
people. It is true that the young people, not only of Sedgley Park, 
but of all districts of the city, have been accused of the same thing. 
Somehow, the accusations and the sarcasm always seem to come 
from the well-established gentlemen whose fortunes and businesses 
were built up before the War and who have thus a good ground 
from which to cast stones at their neighbours; they flagellate 
us at their meetings for our meanness, as they call it,: or our lack 
of Jewish interest. Do they ever try to find out the reasons for our 
apparent neglect? I know that one or two are fond of saying that 
it’s all right, there are plenty of young people with money to spare and 
they can afford to give. But as a business man, in touch with scores of 
young men contemporary with myself also in business, I strongly dissent 
from this view. Most of us, as your correspondent says, are in the cotton 
business, and in these days we find it most difficult to make ends meet, 
without these insidious attacks on us in the domestic sense. If our 
detractors gave in proportion to their means perhaps our charities would 
not have to make such big appeals or have such big overdrafts.

Overcrowding of Professions 
To the Editor of THE JEWIsH CHRONICL! 


Sin,—-With all due respect and admiration for the members of 
the Leeds B'nai B'rith. while appreciating their good intention, | 
must point out that a large number of their members are chiefly to 
blame for the over rowding of professions. The majority of the 
members consist of the so-called well-to do haale hatim., Almost 
all of them could well afford to retain their sons in their own 
business. and still most of their children have gone in for 
professions. In fact,some well-to-do members of the the B'nai B'rith 
have even allowed ‘their children to go in for scholarships, thus 
depriving the poorer boys to whom a protession would not be a 
luxury but a vital necessity. 

There must be at least fifty young doctors and solicitors who could 
have had a very comfortable career by following their fathers’ business. 
That would Live a chance totmore brilliant boys not sO fortunately place d, 
whose only career outside a prolession would be an under-presse! or some 
similar trade, which is now also getting filled up by female labour and 
machinery. Even employers, members of the B'nai B'rith, are, through 
economic reasons, dispensing with Jewish male-labour in those branches. 
When Mr. Freedman begins his well-intentioned tour of interviewing the 
parents of the students, F would acivise him to start with his own members 
first, followed by the wealthier members of the Community. I have no 
doubt, providing that they take his advice and withdraw their children 
from professional careers, that the same will not be overcrowded with the 
remaining poorer boys who are at present at school. 

In conclusion, I take the opportunity of pleading with the members of 
the B'nai Brith, who employ a large bumber of people, to make more use 
of Jewish labour than is being done at present. Unfortunately some of 
their large concerns are almost “ Judenrein.”

Boxing 

Jack Hart, the one time middleweight boxer of Stepney, is now 

recognised as one of the foremost licensed referees in this country. Hart 
has the courage of his convictions, 
giving his decision as he sees it and 
ae not being influenced by the cries of 
the fight fans"’ who endeavour to 

shout their man home. He has 
officiated at many important con 
tests, including the Gains-Carnera 
light, before an estimated crowd of 
70,090, the largest gathering ever 
assembled at a boxing match in this 
country. He also had the honour 
of refereeing in Milan, Italy, a 
world’s championship bout between 
Al Brown and Bernasconi. He gave 
up boxing several years ago and 
continued as a referee, because of 
his great interest in the fighting 
game. Hart is thirty-five years old 
and has three sons, whom he will 

teach the art of self-defence. 

Before Moe Moss entered the ring, 
on Sunday, at the Mile End Arena, 
he was seen by our Boxing Corre- 
spondent, who noticed that he was 
not really ip a fit condition to enter 
the ring against such a _ tough 
opponent as George Panther Pur 
chase. Moss, fwho had to retire at 
the end of the fifth round, was 
taken to hospital directly after the 
bout. 

At the Clapton Stadium, Millfields Road, on Monday, Dave Finn 
defeated Tony Butcher on points over 10 rounds. Finn bustled in from 
the first and tried to finish off his man quickly but could not quite connect 
with his right. On the same programme Harry Fox was decisively 
defeated by Pat Haley. Fox thus loses his opportunity for a tilt at the 
welter title. 

Maxie Berger, a seventeen years old youth, was the Canadian repre- 
sentative in the boxing team atthe British Empire Games held in London. 
He fought in the flyweight division, and in the semi-finals he defeated 
J. Pottinger, of Wales, on points. In the final he met P. Palmer, of 
England, but was beaten on the referee's casting vote. Berger's out- 
standing weapon was the orthodox straight left. which connected with 
Palmer's chin three times in the second round. 

With regard to the Jews in the amateur ranks, such famous clubs as 
Brady, Hutchison House, Oxford and St. George's, Cambridge and 
Bethnal Green, West Central, Stepney, and Victoria and the Jewish Lads’ 
Brigade have in the past provided many stalwarts who have later joined 
the professional ranks. Every year these clubs send representatives to 
compete in the preliminary rounds of the Federation of- Working Boys’ 
Clubs boxing tournament and many successes have been won. The 
finals were held early in the year at the Royal Albert Hall, and Brady 
was the only Jewish club represented. It is not every year that one can 
expect a Matt Wells; a Mizler or a Caplan, to be produced from the 
amateur ranks, although judging by what one sees at the clubs, they have 
the material there. With keenness, attention to training and clean 
living, there is every possibility that these clubs will continue to supply 
boxers of calibre and worth.

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Tottenham Jewish Tennis Club 


A GO-AHEAD UNIT 


A Correspondent writes: 

The Tottenham Jewish Tennis Club is not very explicitly named. 
In the first place, it is not in the Tottenham district: and then, again, 
tennis is not its only or, indeed, its main prir-uit. jut there is some 
historical basis for its title. Originally, the club had its headquarters in 
Tottenham ; but for some time now it has been established in Stamford 
Hill. The old name, however, has remained. 

The “T.J.T.” is a very go-ahead body with a wide range of pursuits, 
despite the somewhat circumscribed implication of its name. The club 
has four very fine courts with an up-to-date pavilion, in the Epping 
district, while films, dancing, debates, lectures, rambles and indoor games, 
play a very big part in the club’s programme. 

The headquarters are at the Marcus Samuel Hall of the New 
Synagogue, Egerton Road, Stamford Hill, made available for the club 
by the Shool executive at a very nominal rate. As. the headquarters 
are only eleven minutes by train fromm the tennis courts, members are not 
inconvenienced by tedious journeys when they want aset. The“ T.J.T.” 
has been in existence for five years, has a membership of sixty young 
Jews and Jewesses, whose ages range from eighteen years upwards, and 
it has its own Hon. Medical Officer. The tennis courts are open to 
members throughout the year, and they are allowed the use of the 
“ Kingfishers’ Swimming Pool,” which is adjacent to the courts. Members 
meet at the Marcus Samuel Hall one night a week during the summer, 
and three nights a week in winter. As these evenings are invariably very 
jolly gatherings and as the charges are merely nominal, itis not surprising 
that an average attendance of two hundred members and friends is 
secured. The club possesses a film projector and sound apparatus that cost 
close upon £300, and although in the past film activities have been 
confined to exhibitions. itis now intended to undertake making films of 
Jewish interest. 

Mr. C. Zang, who has played an active part in bringing the “T,J.T." to 
its present successful condition, gave me some interesting details about the 
club. Inthe last ume monthsit has donated over £830 to Jewish movements 
and charities and has every hope of doing still better in the future, 
especially in- the great national cause of Zionism for which there is very 
keen support among the members. Since November last, the “ T.J,.T.” has 
had a strong working committee, all of whom have worked in efficient 
co operation to secure the club's success. Mr. Zang spoke to Ine in terms 
of warm appreciation of the valuable support given them by the Rev. 8. 
Levy. The club, Mr. Zang tells me, is now in a very sound financial 
state. They hope to widen still further the scope of their activities - by 
wise affiliations to recognised Youth Movements. One goal is being 
steadily aimed at and that is the acquisition of permanent premises of 
their own. This should soon be within sight of realisation by this 
enterprising body, if their financial soundness of the last few months is 
maintained. 

A film dance is being held on October 28th at the Prince’s Galleries, 
when it is hoped that Betty Astill, Jack Buchanan and Jack Hulbert will 
be present. The Club's subscriptions are 30s. per year for tennis, with 
an entrance fee of 2s. 6d., which covers the social side with the help of a 
smallentrance fee on club nights.

The volume of business on the Stock Exchange continues 
limited, which is usual during the month of August. In the 
industrial section most interest is directed to motor issues following 
the announcements of the 1935 models. This industry is pros- 
pering and in most cases improved results are expected when the 
accounts for the financial year become available. Leading tobacco 
issues also remain in popular favour, but Imperial Chemicals, 
Dunlop Rubber and Courtaulds are inclined to react from their 
recent high levels. The Consol market remains firm. Less interest 
is directed to home railway stocks, but foreign rails, particularly 
the leading Argentine issues, continue to be swayed by grain price 
movements. The advance in gold mining share values has been 
checked for a while, but no serious reaction is taking place in share 
values. The under-tone in most sections remains firm and a revival 
of business, which may occur over the next few weeks, may see the 
resumption of the upward trend in prices in more than one 
direction.

Trade Names 


What's in a name? the poet asked. Messrs. A. H. Cousins and 
H. E. Wadsworth think there is a great deal in it when attached to 
some particular commodity. The christening of a new product, in 
their view, is vastly more difficult than the naming of a new-born 
infant, and to-day, when trade names already on the register run 
into many thousands, the problem is intensified. In their book 
“Trade Names" (Harlequin Press, 6s.) they analyse with almost 
scientific precision the origin, meaning and value of the endless 
variety of trade names with which the commodity-using world is 
so familiar. They suggest the best methods to employ when 
choosing a name for a new commodity, and include with their book 
four very ingenious devices for assisting name-seekers in their 
quest. The book should have a wide sphere of usefulness among 
those who, realising the value of modern advertising, desire to 
obtain its benefits in the fullest sense.

The Government, it is announced, wil) put forward a large building 
programme in the early antumn. Whatever the machinery decided upon, 
many will hope that the building programme wi'l provide for the erection 
over the next ten years of no fewer than a million houses for the lower. 
paid workers. Such a policy (says Mr. E. Beddington Behrens, who was 
largely instrumental in bringing together the National Housing Committee) 
is usually advocated, rightly and properly, on social grounds. But an 
important economic argument reinforces the main conclusions. It is a 
fact that by far the larger part of the cost of building a house is represented 
directly or indirectly by wages. Thus one of the major social problems, 
that of housing, is definitely linked with the major economic problem, 
that of unemployment. It is geverally accepted that, on the average for 
large contracts for ordinary houses, the wages paid by the contractor 
directly to his workmen on the site represent 35 per cent. of the total 
building cost, and the cost of building materials (including transport 
charges) 55 per cent., leaving 10 per cent. to. cover overhead charges. If 
we assume that the average building cost of a house is £280, a programme 
of 100,00) additional working-class houses a year would lead to the direct 
employ™uent of 65,000 men at an average wage of £3 per week. A large 
buildiug programme coutinued over a long period of years, adds Mr. 
Behrens, would assist materially in removing the menacing shadow of 
unemployment. The way to tackle the problem is by increasing the 
amount of home investment and developing our national home markets. 
The National Government is in the position to use its credit to provide the 
stimulus.

Some Good Performances 


ERNST TOCH'S NEW SYMPHONY 

The audiences have been as big as ever at the Promenade Con- 
certs of the past week and even Haydn and Mozart, who could be 
wagered to reduce the attendance considerably a few years ago, 
almost filled the Queen's Hall. And deservedly so, for Sir Henry 
Wood as an interpreter of classical music has experienced a change 
of heart that is all to the good. He no longer overstresses every 
little point; he is content at last to let the music speak for itself. 
Mozart's Haffner Symphony spoke deliciously, having every 
encouragement from the orchestra. A true pianissimo was found 
and there was real discipline in the strings. Haydn's Drum-Roll 
Symphony, perhaps because it is more Beethovenian in feeling, was 
less delicately treated, such points as the contrast in tone as well 
as mode between the introduction and the first movement proper 
being missed. Beethoven's Fourth Symphony, the following night, 
received a thoroughly well-disciplined performance and there was 
good playing also in the Wagner programme. In Tchaikovsky's 
Fourth Symphony there was some really lovely work by the violins, 
flutes and oboes, and Sir Henry's interpretation was, even here, 
commendably restrained. 

Three pianoforte concertos call for comment. Ethel 
jartlett and Rae Robertson gave a deliciously pointed exposi- 
tion of Mozart's Concerto for Two Pianofortes, but got little 
help from the orchestra, whose finding of the tempo of the 
concluding rondo was quite extraordinarily slovenly—and this 
only a few minutes after their beautiful playing of the 
Haffner. Katharine Goodson’s performance in the Emperor Con- 
certo showed a big improvement on her previous performances of 
the same work. In the first movement she missed small points and 
the orchestra was guilty of insufficient contrast. Her double runs 
were not always clear nor her triplets decisive enough and she had 
a tendency to retard the tempo, but on more than one occasion there 
was some very beautiful fingerwork indeed and she played the 
remaining movements with complete assurance. On Monday we 
had the first performance of Ernst Toch’'s new concerto, which he 
calls a “Symphony for Pianoforte and Orchestra,’ no doubt to 
indicate that it is not a virtuoso work. The composer was at the 
piano and the orchestra had obviously been well rehearsed. Herr 
Toch may be remembered as the Viennese composer who created a 
favourable impression at. the Contemporary Music Festival, here 
four years ago with a particularly percussive pianoforte concerto. 
Since then be has changed his methods. This new work is, of all 
things, pleasant. The thematic material is quite charming and it 
is intriguingly treated. “The notes fit,’ as a member of the 
orchestra said, and it is a thoroughly competent composition, lacking 
only the most important thing in music--something to say. Alma 
Moodie played Tchaikovsky's Violin Concerto with a classical cold. 
ness that was singularly inappropriate, however laudable it might 
have been if employed on a different composition. Yet on the 
technical side she failed once only, and that was perhaps through 
nerves, for it was when she was approaching the cadenza. Her 
accuracy, consistency of tone and rhythm, and free bowing were 
alwavs something one could admire. 

Of the vocalists one must particularly praise the singing of 
‘ Dove Sono” from “ The Marriage of Figaro" by Joan Cross. This 
was a fine performance, because Miss Cross showed that she had 
studied and understood the song well enough te be able to combine 
its pointed detail with its general feeling. Here was quietude and 
intimacy worthy of Elena Gerhardt.

A BachsConcert 


The first half on Wednesday was devoted to Bach, and we had 


two Brandenburg Concertos, No. 1 and No. 5, and the Piano Concerto 
No. 5 in F. Minor. In the latter John Hunt, a young and promising 
pianist, played the solo part and played it extremely well. He has 
a pleasant tone and a good technique, and evidently likes Bach. 
Robert Murchie played the solo part in the Suite No, 2 for Flute 
and Strings; and, while he played it quite well, his tone is apt to be 
“breathy.” He also joined inthe Brandenburg No.5 for Pianoforte, 
Flute, Violin and Strings. The strings were on their mettle 
throughout the evening as they had the orchestral field almost 
wholly to themselves. The tone was excellent and the execution 
satisfying, while for the most part they followed the " stick ” as 
closely as one could wish. Keith Falkner displayed his splendid 
voice in “ How Jovial is my Laughter,’ and deserved the ovation 
he received. L.G.R.
